The Armored School today has three 
main divisions: The Administrative Di- 
vision, consisting of The Commandant, 
his staff, and the Training Group, the lat- 
ter being the housekeeping unit ; The Ar- 
mored School Troops, consisting of tacti- 
cil units which furnish demonstration 
troop requirements for student classes, 
and the Academic Group, consisting of the 
academic departments and agencies. 

The Academic Group operates under 
the guidance of the Assistant Comman- 
dant and is responsible for all instruc- 
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tion and administration pertaining to in- 
» Struction, The actual instruction of stu- 
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dents is given by trained officer and en- 
listed instructors, a vast majority of 
Whom have had armored combat expe- 
rience on the battlefields. Each instruc- 
tor is fully trained in the principles of 
t ching before he is given actual teach- 
ing duties. 

Each academic course is designed to 
fill a particular need of armored units. 
They consist of specialized courses in var- 
ious departments, and integrated courses 
wl ereby the student receives instruction 
in several departments. The integrated 
courses include : Officer Candidate School, 
W hich prepares officer candidates for their 
duties and responsibilities as officers with 
armored units; the Armored Officers 
Course which prepares armored officers 
for their duties as company or battalion 

nmanders and as members of the bat- 
talion, group or combat command staff, 
and the Armored Non-Commissioned Ofti- 
cers Course which prepares selected en- 
listed personnel for tactical and general 
administrative duties within the com- 
pany. 

Considered as special courses are those 
integrated courses which have a dura- 
tion of one month or less. Among these 
are: Professor of Military Science and

Officer Pay Increases 
Planned by Conferees 


Likelihood that a more balanced sched- 
ule of pay increases for the Services will 
grow out of the present confused legisla- 
tive situation was apparent late this week 
as Representative Andrew J. May, chair- 
man of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, told the ArMy AND Navy Jowur- 
NAL that the House conference committee, 
of which he is the senior member, will in- 
sist on scales graduated up through the 
commissioned as well as enlisted grades. 

Should all of the House conferees vote 
for the balanced increases it would only 
take a few members of the Senate group 
to swing the report. In this connection it 
must be remembered that a number of the 
members of the Senate voted for the re- 
stricted bill with distinct understanding 
that it was subject to broadening in the 
conference. 

Moreover, since there was some belief 
that because officers’ pay was not tech- 
nically before the conferees and they 
would not be parliamentarily empowered 
to add it to the bill steps were taken 13 
June to assure their power to deal with 
officers’ pay. Originally the Senate con- 
solidated both its draft and pay bills and 
used them as amendments to the House 
draft bill. Therefore the House pay bill 
which was a separate measure and the 
only one that embodied officers pay, was 
not technically before the conferees. 

To offset this danger, the conferees de- 
cided to have the Senate reenact its pay 
bill as a separate measure, amending it

Halt Officer Demotions 

The War Department's officer demotion 
program, with the exception of that for 
general officers, has been suspended await- 
ing completion of a recomputation of 
strength requirements. 

In a message to all overseas command- 
ers the War Department said “it cannot 
be definitely predicted at what date or in 
what numbers demotion of colonels and 
lieutenant colonels will be resumed.” 

The first list of lieutenant colonels due 
for reduction under the plan had already 
gone out to overseas commanders before 
the suspension order was issued. 

The War Department said that the re- 
sults of the 14 June inventory of Army 
strength is being awaited before the date 
of resumption of the plan is fixed. 

The considerable number of officers who 
have left the Army rather than accept a 
reduced rank is believed to have necessi- 
tated a change of plan. The War Depart- 
ment said this week that the reduction 
originally planned has been virtually 
balanced out, estimated requirements for 
colonels having increased while the avail- 


ability of non-volunteer colonels has de- 
creased, 
Under the original plan 2,500 colonels | 


were to have been reduced in grade be- 
tween 1 May and 1 Sept. and 2,000 lieu- 
tenant colonels demoted to major between 
1 June and 1 Sept. Under the new schedule 








the reduction of majors and captains will 
still not begin before 1 Sept.. and then 
probably on a reduced seale. Officers who 
were scheduled for demotion at a deferred 
date or until reassignment will be de- 
moted upon expiration of their deferment. 








Navy Appropriations Bill 
After eliminating a 47-million dollar 
hospital construction program and halv- 
ing funds for Marine Corps Reserve ac- 
tivities, the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee last week proposed slight increases 
for other projects and recommended na- 


val appropriations for the next fiscal 
year totalling $4,100,009,100. P 
Despite these reductions, totalling $58,- 


647,000, the Senate committee proposed 
increases reducing this amount to 39 mil- 
lion dollars in its final recommendations. 
The appropriations committee recom- 
mended raises of : 

$7,085,000 for the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics, $3,000,000 for the Bureau of Ships, 
and $1,600,000 for the Bureau of Ord- 
nance for the production of training de- 
vices, 

$5,518,000 for salaries in the Navy De- 
partment, its offices and Bureaus; and a 
total of $1,735,000 distributed to the Hy- 
drographie Office, the civil force of the 


Marine Corps, and miscellaneous ex- 
penses.

President Vetoes Navy Bill 

President Truman yesterday vetoed S 
1805, a bill providing special promotion 
for Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard 
personnel who were prisoners of war. 

The President said the measure 
neither necessary nor in the public in 
terest. Furthermore, he told Congress, it 
does not include the personnel of the 
Army and therefore is not in line with the 
policy of equal treatment for all service 
personnel. “Any such law,” the President 
said, “should provide a common policy for 
the prisoners of war of all the Armed 
Forces of the United States.” 

However, he said that because of the 
retroactive features of the bill its cost 
would be very high if it were extended to 
include the Army which had many more 
prisoners than the Navy. He pointed out 
that the two Secretaries in March of 1945 
agreed on a common policy under which 
all commissioned and enlisted personnel 
returned from enemy prisons would be 
given the opportunity to gain promotion 
to the ranks they would have held had 
they not been taken prisoners

Navy Forms Hydrographic Corps 

Hydrographic officers who will serve at 
sea in the Navy survey ships and ashore 
in Hydrographic oftices will be recruited 
among Reserve and temporary USN of- 
ficers qualified for appointment as spe- 
cialists in the Regular Navy. 

Officers selected will be appointed as 
line officers until legislation is obtained 
to change their classification to spe- 
cialist duty only. Their duties will include 
hydrographic surveying and cartographic 
engineering work, including astronomical 
calculations. magnetic observations, aerial 
and ground photogrammetry. 


Retired Pay For Admirals 

Representative Vinson, of Ga., this 
week introduced a bill providing that any 
officer of the Navy who served in the 
grade of admiral at any time between 7 
Dec. 1941 and 30 June 1946, shall, when 
retired, be entitled to the active duty of 
an admiral. 





Army Reorganization 
Designed for Economy 


The plan for reorganization of the War 
Department and the Army, designed for 


peace-time economy, was placed in 
effect 11 June, the six newly-formed 
Army Areas replacing the former Service 


Commands, the Army Service Forces go- 
ing out of existence, and a more power- 
ful War Department General Staff op- 
erating with six “Directors” instaed of 
Assistant Chiefs of Staff as heretofore. 

Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker was re- 
lieved 11 June as Commanding General, 
6th Service Command, and assigned as 
Commanding General, Fifth Army, with 
headquarters at Chicago. 

Lt. Gen. Oscar W. Griswold was re- 
lieved as Commanding General, 4th Ser- 
vice Command, and assigned as Com- 
manding General, Seventh Army, with 
headquarters at Atlanta, Ga. 

Maj. Gen. James A. Van Fleet was re- 
lieved as Commanding General, 2d Ser- 
vice Command, and assigned as Deputy 
Commanding General and Chief of Staff, 
First Army, with headquarters at New 
York. 

Maj. Gen. Manton 8S. Eddy was relieved 
as Commanding General, 8d Service 
Command, and assigned as Deputy Com- 
manding General and Chief of Staff, Sec- 


ond Army, with headquarters at Balti- 
more, 

Maj. Gen. Edward H. Brooks was re- 
lieved from Headquarters, 4th Service 


Command, and assigned as Deputy Com- 
manding General and Chief of Staff, 
Seventh Army. 

Maj. Gen. Louis A. Craig was relieved 
from Headquarters, 6th Service Com- 
mand, and assigned as Deputy Command- 
ing General and Chief of Staff, Fifth 
Army. 

War Department Special Orders stated 
that during the temporary absence of the 
commanding general each ofticer desig- 
nated as deputy commanding general and 
chief of staff will exercise the functions 
of the commanding general of the Army 
to which assigned.

Infantry Conference 

More than 200 officers, including the 
nation’s foremost combat and organiza- 
tional specialists, are in attendance at 
the first peace-time Infantry Conference 
since the end of World War II, now being 
conducted at the Infantry School, Ft. 
Benning, Ga. 

Included in the list are 34 general offi- 
cers and five civilians, attending as tech- 
nical advisors, and three outstanding 
scientists from civilian institutions who 
have appeared on the program for the 12- 
day conference which ends 22 June. Ses- 
sions were started 10 June. 

Maj. Gen. John W. O’Daniel, com- 
mandant of the Infantry School, pointed 
out that the purpose of the conference is 
the discussion and study of Infantry or- 
ganization, equipment and _ technique 
with a view to arriving at conclusions 
and recommendations which will form the 
basis for future adaptations or adoption. 

To accomplish the studies which will 
determine the future organization and 
employment of the Infantry in combat 
missions, the conferees have been divided 
into five separate committees. 

The committee on organization is 
headed by Brig. Gen. Frederick McCabe, 
Headquarters, Sixth Army; Personnel, 
Policies and Procedure is headed by Brig. 
Gen. T. C. Thorson, Headquarters, First 
Army. 

Two committees on Tactics and Tech- 
nique are headed by Maj. Gen. James A. 
Gavin, Commanding 82nd Airborne Di- 
vision, and Brig. Gen. H. N. Hartness, 
President of AGF Board 3, Fort Benning, 
respectively. The Committee for Equip- 
ment and supplies is headed by Brig. 
Gen. Clyde D. Eddleman, AGF. 

The committees will seek the answer to 
61 separate questions which will form the 
basis for concrete recommendations per- 
taining to the discarding, additions, inno- 
vations and modifications for infantry or- 
ganization, procedures and tactical use. 

In addition to the committee study the 
conferees will witness a number of field 
demonstrations and will hear lectures 
and addresses by experts who will pre- 
sent their views on some of the topics be- 
ing deliberated. 

The first demonstration was conducted 
11 June when new weapons were ex- 
plained and fired, including the new 60 
mm. and 81 mm. mortar and a new In- 
fantry rifle, a modification of the M-1 de- 
signed to provide for the delivery of auto- 
matie fire. The demonstrations also in- 
cluded the firing of recoilless weapons, 
rocket launchers and flame throwers. 

A special demonstration staged for 
general officers, presented various types 
of Infantry squads, including two new 
ones now under study, a nine man and a 
12 man squad. 

General Jacob L. Devers, commanding 
general Army Ground Forces, spoke at 
the first general session, when he pointed 
out that it is not the purpose of the con- 
ference to re-fight World War II but to 
make a thorough study of the lessons 
learned in that war based on actual com- 
bat experiences and, on the basis of these 
lessons, to discard that which was not 
successful and modify previous concepts 
if necessary in view of modern methods 
of Infantry employment. General Devers 
emphasized that the development of 
atomic power does not obviate the neces- 
sity for strong and efficient ground forces. 

Speakers for the first week included 
Dr. H. J. Stewart, head, research and 
analysis section, jet propulsion labora- 
tory, California Institute of Technology, 





who presented a technical discourse on 
guided missles; Mr. Albert Tradup, Bell 
Telephone laboratory school, New York, 
who discussed radio and wire communi- 
cations: Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves who 
spoke on atomic energy; Col. A. O. Con- 
nor, the Infantry School, on infantry or- 
ganization; Lt. Col. A. B. Sundin, Army 
Ground Forces, on field artillery and its 
relationship to infantry; General Hart- 
ness on the work of AGF Board Three; 
Maj. Gen. William J. Donovan on work of 
Office of Strategic Services; Brig. Gen. 
Edward 8. Ott on AGF policies and Dr. 
I. A. Getting, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, on radar development. 

Among the conferees is General Court- 
ney Hodges, commanding First Army, and 
Maj. Gen. Elwood Quesada, commanding 
the tactical airforce. Representatives of 
the British and Canadian army, the U. S. 
Navy and the Marine Corps also are 
present. 


Army Takes Census 


A complete personnel inventory was 
made in each command throughout the en- 
tire Army 14 June for the purpose of veri- 
fying the strength of the Army as de- 
termined by existing reporting procedures. 

Action was taken in all commands to in- 
sure that the fewest possible number of 
personnel was absent or in transit on the 
day of the count. . 

Apparently discrepancies and incon- 
sistencies are evident in past reporting 
and the world-wide inventory was made 
as a corrective measure. 

Separate rosters were prepared for offi- 
cers and enlisted men. Information in- 
cluded in the roster for assigned officer 
personnel and officer personnel attached 
unassigned includes name, serial number, 
length of service, date of birth, efficiency 
index, branch of service, race, grade, mili- 
tary occupational specialty, duty specifi- 
eation serial number, category of state- 
ment, component ASRS, date of rank in 
which serving, and month and year in 
which each individual will complete two 
and one-half years continuous service 
overseas. 

Rosters of enlisted personnel contained 
name, serial number, date of birth, race, 
grade in which serving, military occupa- 
tional specialty, ASRS, number of depen- 
dent children, month and year individual 
will complete two and one-half years over- 
seas service, month and year of enlistment 
for Regular Army personnel, month and 
year of induction for AUS personnel, term 
of enlistment for Regular Army person- 
nel, class of volunteers, and month and 
year of separation selected by Class IV 
volunteers. 


Navy Disability Retirement 

A disability incurred while serving in 
enlisted status is no bar to the retirement 
of an officer for physical disability, in of- 
ficer status, according to a recent ruling 
of the Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy. 

The case at issue was that of an officer 
who had injured his leg going through an 
obstacle course while he was serving in 
an enlisted status as an aviation cadet. 
The officer had been admitted to the sick 
list a month and ten days following his 
being commissioned, and was subsequent- 
ly retired. The retirement board ruled 
that his injury “was not suffered in line 
of duty while employed on active duty as 
a commissioned officer.” 

The Judge Advocate General cited a 
similar case involving an officer of the 
Regular Navy who, while a midshipman, 





incurred a defect as a result of an inci- 
dent of service which became disabling 
after being commissioned. He changed 
the finding in the case of the former avia- 
tion cadet with the following statement: 
“In the case of an officer of the Naval Re- 
serve serving therein under a permanent ap- 
pointment, the fact that the origin of the 
disability may have been prior to his appoint- 
ment as an officer while he was serving in an 
enlisted status does not prevent his retire- 
ment as an officer, provided the disability 
is the result of an incident of the service and 
originated while serving on active duty for 
extended naval service in excess of thirty 
days in time of war or national emergency. 
Under such circumstances, it is necessary only 
to determine whether the officer is incapaci- 
tated for active service and whether such in- 
capacity was suffered in line of duty while 
serving under orders contemplating extended 
naval service in excess of thirty days.”

In addition to the minimum forces in- 
volved in Japan, the release from General 
MacArthur’s headquarters also discussed 
the question of the cost of the occupa- 
tion. 

“Reports from Military Government au- 
thorities in Germany,” it was said, “show 
that the occupation is costing the United 
States taxpayers about $1,000,000,000 a 
year mainly for food in the American zone 
and that food imports must be increased 
to prevent starvation in the West. In 
Japan occupation costs are being paid by 
the Japanese Government and food im- 
ports for the civilian population are being 
paid for by an exchange of commodities.” 


Importance of Leadership 

General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, speaking 9 June 
at commencement exercises of Norwich 
University, Northfield, Vt., stressed the 
continuing need for a high type of leader- 
ship in the Army. 

“In war the highest commander cannot, 
by himself,” General Eisenhower said, 
“provide the leadership necessary to mili- 
tary victory. He must be supported by a 
great organization of devoted assistants, 
the base of which must be the captains, 
the lieutenants, the sergeants and the 
corporals—every man that has responsi- 
bility over another on the battlefield. The 
issue of victory or defeat lies, finally, in 
their hands.” 

The assertion that the leader is born, 
never made, is a definite fallacy, General 
Eisenhower said, adding: 

“Application and study coupled with 





worthy purpose and desire to serve are 
of far greater importance than any en- 
dowment of brilliant talents.” 


Gen. Chamberlin New G-2 

Maj. Gen. Stephen J. Chamberlin has 
been named Director of Intelligence re- 
placing Lt. Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, who 
was appointed Director of Central Intelli- 
gence by President Truman last week. 
General Chamberlin assumed his new du- 
ties 11 June. 

Born 23 Dec., 1889, at Spring Hill, Kan., 
General Chamberlin is a graduate of the 
U. S. Military Academy and was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant of Infantry 
12 June, 1912. He became Director of 
Plans and Training Division, General 
Headquarters, Southwest Pacific, in July, 
1942, and was with General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur’s headquarters all 
the way from Australia to Tokyo. 


Gen. Eisenhower’s Report 

General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s report to the Combined Chiefs 
of Staff is now being distributed to the 
press by the War Department Bureau of 
Public Relations for release on Sunday, 
23 June. Simultaneously, the Government 
Printing Office has mailed out thousands 
of notices that orders for copies of the 
report, elaborately printed on fine paper, 
are now being accepted for future deliv- 
ery. 

This is the first report to the Combined 
Chiefs of Staff to be released, and ap- 
parently is the only one that will be made 
public, for publicity officers at the War 
Department said they do not believe there 
will be any release of any report by Gen- 
eral of the Army MacArthur. Likewise 
at the Navy Department it was stated 
that no such report by Fleet Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz will be released. 


Gen. Craig CG of Alaskan Dept. 
Maj. Gen. Howard A. Craig, former 
Assistant Chief of Air Staff, has been 
named commanding general of the 
Alaskan Department succeeding Lt. Gen. 
Delos C. Emmons, whose new assignment 
has not been announced. General Craig 
will assume his new command 15 July. 
For the last three years General Craig 
has been Assistant Chief of Air Staff, 
Operations, Commitments and Require 
ments.

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Passing of the ASF

ing the inactivation of the ASF. 

General Eisenhower said he was speak- 
ing not only as Chief of Staff but as the 
former European command and the ASF’s 
“principal overseas customer.” He pointed 
to the feat of filling a rush order for 
5,400 trucks in North Africa which he said 
“won the North African campaign.” 

The Chief of Staff said that from its 
inception he had confidence that the ASF 
would perform a great job because he per- 
sonally knew many of the top men and 
knew that they not only were efficient 
themselves but they would not have ineffi- 
cient men around them. He mentioned 
specifically Generals Somervell, Lutes, 
Styer and Clay as officers with whom he 
had had personal contact and who played 
principal parts in making the ASF so 
successful. 

Presiding at the ceremonies was Lt. 
Gen. LeRoy Lutes, Commanding General 
ASF, who introduced Secretary of War 
Patterson; Under Secretary Royall, and 
General Eisenhower. Other distinguished 
guests present included Assistant Secre- 
taries Peterson and Symington, General 
Carl Spaatz, Commanding General Army 
Air Forees, and General Jacob Devers, 
Commanding General, Army Ground 
Forces. 

Sec. Patterson 

Secretary Patterson told the officers: 

“You have a great history. A great war time 
organization measuring a strength of over two 
and one-half million at the peak, always re- 
sponsive to the needs of the Army—never 
failing. One of its monuments is the building 
we sit in now. One of the early monuments 
of the Army Service Forces. 

“But I submit to you the record overseas of 
the forces under General Eisenhower, under 
General MacArthur, and in the other far flung 
fighting fronts. That is where the real record 
of the Army Service Forces will be found and 
that is where it is immutable and will go 
down in history as long as the record of this 
fighting is studied.” 

Under Sec. Royall 

In his address Under Secretary Royall 
said: 

“This war, perhaps more than any war that 
has ever been fought in the history of the 
world, was won on supply. I don’t mean that 
we didn’t have everything else too, but without 
supply, the industrial type war such as we 
waged could not have succeeded, and you 
gentlemen led in doing that job.” 

Gen. Eisenhower 

General Eisenhower said: 

“In the first place, I think that too often the 
ASF in providing some index by which we 
could measure its own accomplishment has 
stopped far short of the truth. I have seen 
its accomplishments measured in the tons of 
supplies laid down in England and Africa, 
and it is true that that accomplishment alone 
was something close to the miraculous—the 
bombs, the shells, the guns, everything that 
we could think of we had. The only question 
we were ever asked was, ‘What do you want, 
and when do you want it? Don’t confuse us, 
because when we start it’s surely coming!’ 
It did. 

“As one special example of the efficiency of 
your organization in meeting an urgent 
emergency request for supplies I quote or 
cite that of the 5400 trucks you shipped me 
almost out of the clear sky somewhere about 
February 1943. The only comment that I 
later heard with respect to your achievement, 
and which by the way won the Africa Cam- 
paign, was that if I was going to ask next 
for the Pentagon Building, please give a 
week's notice! 

“But going further than this business of 
simply putting the supplies on the beach, 
you must understand that the organization of 
the line of communications and the services 
of supply in each theater was in effect only 
the establishment there of a child of yours. 
The technical services in their proper pro- 
portion, and the methods and schemes used 
for controlling them were just an offshoot of 
the services of supply or Army Service Forces 
here at home handed to the commander as 
his agent to do for him there some of the 
things that you did hére for the whole Army. 
As a result of that child’s accomplishment 
we had the greatest mobility that any Army 
and Air Force of our size ever had in history. 

“If you will look up some of the traveling 
records of our divisions—I remember notably 
the 79th—if you will look at the speed with 
which our air fields were established, and 
the tonnages of perforated plate that was 
brought in to keep us out of the mud, the 
tonnages of the bombs, and so on, you will 
realize that it wasn’t merely a question of 
getting the things into the theater, it was 
having an organization trained that could put 














these things where they were needed when 
they were needed. In the same way in all 
of the work of evacuating the hospitals, the 
medical services there. Certainly they estab- 
lished a record that has never before been 
known in war. I believe that the record shows 
that the number of those who died from 
wounds during evacuation was less than half, 
or something about half, what it was in World 
War I, All of that, as I see it, came from 
these technical services and was an offshoot 
of the Army supply services here at home. 

“Moreover, we always had an extraordi- 
nary and abiding confidence that you people 
were going to do it, this job. In that there 
may be something of the persona] so far as 
I was concerned. General Somervell and I 
have been associated for many years. General 
Lutes I first found as lieutenant colonel when 
we were both staff officers trying to get to- 
gether the largest concentration of troops 
that had ever been on the American continent, 
and I think as a result of witpessing there 
the great abilities of General Lutes that he 
can trace some of the causes for having stayed 
in the supply work during this war. General 
Styer and General Clay were both former 
associates of mine on important jobs so that 
from the very personal angle I was sure you 
people could do it because I knew they were 
never going to surround themselves with a 
bunch of duds. 

“Now, I can well understand the sense of 
disappointment, or even deeper emotion, as 
you see your establishment partially dis- 
banded—let’s say at least in name. But don’t 
forget this, it is impossible in a democracy 
to keep always in time of peace an Army that 
merely has to expand in war in its form of 
command, and everything else; it cannot be 
done. Economy becomes the watch-word, not 
only in dollars, but in men, Men have to carry 
dual loads. Moreover, the territorial organiza- 
tion of your country is not necessarily the 
same for war as it is for peace. In war you 
have one job to get men together to train 
them and send them out of the country and 
supply them all at the same time, but you 
have an entirely different one in peace. 

“After long study the consensus of opinion 
is that the organization toward which we are 
now going will preserve the lessons you have 
taught us, obtain for us the more in economy, 
and I should like to point out, under this 
new system, be more quickly capable of being 
transformed again into an Army Service 
Forces in time of an emergency than was 
the case in 1942. 

“To all of you people who served in this 
organization during the war, I have tried to 
send my thanks in official form many times 
both during and after the war, and this gives 
me an opportunity to express my apprecia- 
tion for the magnificent way you have sup- 
ported all of the leaders of the War Depart- 
ment since V-J Day. You have had, again, 
one of those problems that you yourselves 
would have to class as miraculous, and there- 
fore you are excused for taking a little time 
for it. But in the future, as I see it, although 
you are going to serve under another name, 
you are going to serve largely along the same 
channel of effort and will be more ready than 
ever before to meet the cataclysm of war if 
it comes to us. There are no words in which 
I can adequately express my full sense of ap- 
preciation for what you have done, and my 
confidence in what you are going to do. Good 
luck to each of you.” 


Gen. Lutes 

In his address General Lutes said: 

Prior to the Pearl Harbor attack, General 
Marshall had contemplated a reorganization 
of the Army to meet the possibility of war. 
Early in 1942, he directed that sudies be com- 
pleted to provide, in part, for the reorgan- 
ization of the Army into three principal ele- 
ments, iie., Army Air Forces, Army Ground 
Forces, and Army Service Forces. It was his 
idea that the Services and Corps Areas be 
welded into one command, that the Comman- 
der be given his own general staff ard that 
this command serve the Army in all service, 
supply and logistical operations common to 
the three principal elements of the Army in 
the Zone of the Interior and in the general 
support of overseas operations, General Mar- 
shall stated on several occasions that he con- 
sidered it vital to the prosecution of the war 
that the varied supply and administrative 
activities be placed under centralized con- 
trol and direction, in order that he and the 
War Department General Staff would not find 
themselves burdened with the enormous 
amount of details incident to these activities. 
In fact, he stated that he desired the War De- 
partment General Staff to remain small for 
purposes of policy planning and supervision 
over the genera] staffs of the Air, Ground 
and Service Forces. At times this was not 
fully understood by a few officers, who had 
been schooled in the smaller peacetime Army, 
but in the main all elements of the Army 
soon settled down to pull together for vic- 
tory. General Somervell (then Assistant Chief 
of Staff, G-4, of the War Department) and 
General MeNarney of the Air Forces were the 
ranking officers of the board detailed to plan 
the reorganization in 1942. General Somervell 
became the first commander of the Army 
Service Forces on 9 March, 1942, and under 
his energetic and inspiring leadership the 
Army Service Forces developed rapidly. We 
who were members of the organization are 





proud of our contributions to victory. The 
Army Service Forces attempted to serve and 
supply the combat forces well. Behind us 
stands a long line of logistical supply opera- 
tions achieved during the war with great dif- 
ficulty and on a gigantic scale the like of 
which the world had never before witnessed— 
and we believe the results speak for them- 
selves. And our job did not stop when the 
fighting stopped. 

I will not take the time to review the 
long list of jobs and problems which fell to 
the lot of the ASF since V-J Day, but I can- 
not refrain from mentioning the fact that the 
physical demobilization of six million officers 
and men since V-J Day was an operational 
and administrative job of greatest magnitude 
assigned to and accomplished by the Army 
Service Forces. 

The peak strength reached by the Army 
Service Forces during the war consisted of 
2,697,051 officers, soldiers, and civilians, The 
War Department has decreed that the ASF, 
like other emergency organizations be discon- 
tinued, and at midnight tonight our present 
strength, consisting of 1,107,921 officers, sol- 
diers and civilians, and our operational func- 
tions will be redistributed to the Army Ground 
Forces, Air Forces, Technical Services and 
War Department General Staff. 

Those of us who have served during the 
war in this organization naturally regret to 
see it disintegrate, but we will meet and 
carry on our new duties cheerfully and to 
the very best of our abilities. 

On the inactivation of principal war ele- 
ments of the Army it has been customary to 
conduct a brief ceremony, and it is believed 
appropriate that we meet this morning to 
inactivate the Army Service Forces in a sim- 
ilar manner. We are honored to have with us 
in this exercise, the Honorable Robert P. 
Patterson, Secretary of War; the Under Secre- 
tary of War, General Kenneth Royall; the 
General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Chief of Staff; the Assistant Secretary of 
War, Mr. Howard Petersen, and the Assis- 
tant Secretary of War for Air, Mr, Stuart 
Symington; General Thomas Handy, Deputy 
Chief of Staff; General Spaatz, Commanding 
the Air Forces; General Hasbrouck, Chief of 
Staff, Army Ground Forces, and other distin- 
guished guests. 

During the war, Mr. Patterson, Secretary 
of War, was the Under Secretary of War, and 
as our immediate superior was closely asso- 
ciated with us in our work. He had a keen 
understanding of our problems and gave us 
the guidance, honest leadership, and support 
so necessary to our success. He has kindly 
consented to make a few remarks. 

(Here General Lutes introduced Secretary 
of War Patterson, Under Secretary of War 
Kenneth C. Royall, and General Eisenhower, 
Chief of Staff). 

We of the Service Forces are extremely 
appreciative of the very complimentary re- 
marks of the Secretary, the Under Secretary, 
and the Chief of Staff. To members of the 
Army Service Forces I might state that your 
former commander, General Somervell, who 
built this fine organization, expressed his ap- 
preciation of your services to you on V-J 
Day. I convey to all ASF personnel both 
present and absent his thanks again. 

As one of the oldest members of the ASF, 
and as its second and last commander, I wish 
to pay my own personal tribute to the staff, 
the Chiefs of Services, the Service Comman- 
ders, and all officers, soldiers (men and wo- 
men) and civilian employees who have given 
so unstintingly of time and energy to our 
work. You not only made a great contribution 
to victory, but since V-J Day you have carried 
the heavy work load incident to demobiliza- 
tion and reconversion. For your loyalty and 
efficient support during the trying past eight 
months that I have been in command, I can 
only offer my deep and sincere appreciation. 
In closing this exercise your epitaph can be 
two simple words, “WELL DONE.” 


British Hear Adm. Foy 

The first post-war course at The

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Navy Ships 

The anti-aircraft training battleship 
Wyoming, formerly a gunnery training 
ship, is to be scrapped and ‘will be re- 
placed by the USS Mississippi, soon to 
be converted at the Norfolk Naval Ship- 
yard at a cost of $4,000,000. 

The Mississippi was built in 1917, and 
the Wyoming in 1912. The latter took 
part in World War I as a member of the 
British Grand Fleet in the internment of 
the German fleet at Scapa Flow. 

The largest Navy submarine, the 2,730- 
ton USS Nautilus, was de-commissioned 
recently in Philadelphia, and, with her 
sister-ship Narwhal, will probably be 
sold for scrap. 

The Navy is also preparing to scrap 
five more light cruisers of the Omaha 
class at the Philadelphia yard. They are 
the Detroit, Richmond, Trenton, Concord, 
and Memphis, all of which are 20 or 
more years old and outmoded.

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The Armored School

Tactics, for the training of selected per- 
sonnel for duty with university ROTC 
units; Prisoners of War, for orientation 
of returned officers prisoners of war on 
the present status of armor; National 
Guard Officers and Noncommissioned Of- 
ficers, for training as instructors of Na- 
tional Guard units. Other special courses 
are offered from time to time for the in- 
struction of selected group, and are high- 
ly specialized. 

The academic departments which make 
up the Academic Group are: Communica- 
tion, Full Track, Wheeled Vehicle, Wea- 
pons, Tactics, General Instruction, and 
Training Literature and Reproduction. 


Training Group 

The Training Group, part of the Ad- 
ministrative division, has an important 
role in the smooth functioning of the 
school. It is an administrative and house- 
keeping organization and is responsible 
for the billeting, rationing, and adminis- 
tration of the enlisted personnel of the 
school. It also houses and rations both 
officer and enlisted students, and super- 
vises the bachelor officers’ quarters and 
messes operated for the assigned officer 
personnel of the school. The Training 
Group is composed of the Instructor Bat- 
talion, the Student Battalion, the Student 
Officer Company and the WAC Detach- 
ment. 





Armored School Troops 

The Armored School Troops, the third 
division of The Armored School, consisted 
initially of a number of Table of Organ- 
ization units and the Demonstration Reg- 
iment. The T/O units which were origi- 
nally assigned to the school were placed 
under this headquarters and began to 
function ‘with the dual mission of per- 
forming school assignments and carrying 
on unit training. Many of the units used 
by School Troops have been completely 
trained and used for actual combat. Also 
many trained units were transferred to 
other continental stations, or in some 
cases, were inactivated and used as re- 
placements. Troop requirements, ranging 
from a driver operator with a %-ton 
truck and radio, up to exercises involv- 
ing three or four armored battalions, with 
supporting arms and services, have been 
called for in putting on school demonstra- 
tions. These troops are used to illustrate 
the employment of all basic Ground Force 
arms: tanks, field artillery, tank destroy- 
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ers, infantry, cavalry, and engineers. The 
culmination of classroom instruction is 
the practical work wherein the student 
learns by doing. The officer candidates and 
officer students learn to drive armored 
vehicles on various types of terrain. Tac- 
tics are studied by observing actual 
troops on the ground. Details of arrang- 
ing tank-infantry, tank-artillery, and in- 
fantry-engineer cooperation are worked 
out by the students, who take over com- 
mand and staff positions and put their 
plans into effect on the ground. Using ra- 
dio equipment organic to armored units, 
CP’s are set up and manned by students 
studying staff procedure. The use of cam- 
ouflage, the methods of minefield laying 
and removal, and the use of screening 
smoke are observed under field condi- 
tions. In short, Armored School Troops 
take the instruction “out-of-doors.” 
’ Book Department 

In addition to the aforementioned de- 
partments, the School also operates the 
Book Department, consisting of the Li- 
brary and Book Shop. The stocks of the 
library hold a collection of 7,000 volumes, 
largely pertaining to military subjects 
and to the technical aspects of Army 
equipment. It also maintains a file on per- 
tinent Field and Technical Manuals, WD 
Circulars, and Army Regulations. The Li- 
brary obtains the latest books and sub- 
scribes to all the service periodicals and 
the New York Times, making it a source 
of reference material for assigned and 
student personnel of the school. 

The Book Shop operates a main store 
and a branch store which stock for sale 
those materials and supplies which are 
not items of issue but are aids to stu- 
dents, instructors, and assigned personnel 
in the performance of their duties. 

Through this integrated network of de- 
partments The Armored School has func- 
tioned since its inception as the training 
ground of American armor and armored 
personnel. 

Just what The Armored School accom- 
Plished is told accurately in the annals 
of history but when we consider that 
this accomplishment was a direct result 
of the teaching of a school established as 
late as July, 1940, we must admit that 
the school has a record unparalleled in 
American history. 

The roar of America’s iron monsters 
was heard in every theater of operation 
in World War II; these armored vehicles 
were driven and controlled by men and 
officers trained in The Armored School. 
From the desert sands of Africa and Tu- 
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nisia to the tangled undergrowth of Pa- 
cific islands, the application of armored 
tactics rolled over the enemy to secure 
the Allied victory and prove that The Ar- 
mored School’s teachings were well- 
founded. 

Constant research, new development 
and improvements in armor and armor 
tactics ; the application of lessons learned 
in World War II, and the adjustment of 
teaching to give every student the best 
education in armored principles is the 
post-war aim of the Armored School. 


Additional Officer Strength 


The present plan of the War Depart- 
ment to request an additional increase 
in the authorized officer strength of the 
Regular Army will probably take the 
form of suggested legislation which would 
authorize a total of 50,000 officers instead 
of the present 25,000, it was learned this 
week. 

It is expected that such legislation will 
be introduced before the mid-July recess 
of Congress, and that the Army Air 
Forces will request 20,000 of the 25,000 
additional officers. 

With the integration of 9,400 officers 
into the Regular Army about to be ac- 
complished to fill the recently authorized 
increase in officer personnel, there will 
still be many officers who are on the eligi- 
ble list for a second integration and who 
will await the time when a second ex- 
amination will be held. The War Depart- 
ment has explained that these eligible 
officers and those chosen following the 
second examination will make up the list 
from which officers will be chosen when 
an increase is authorized. 

A certain amount of dissatisfaction is 
bound to exist among those awaiting a 
second integration process, and it is felt 
that the War Department will hasten the 
submission of legislation for this reason. 

It is certainly to be expected that a 
major portion of any future authoriza- 
tion of officer strength will be requested 
by the Army Air Forces. Of original 
applicants for commissions under the ex- 
pansion program just completed 59,000 
sought assignments in the Air Forces 
where only 4,000 vacancies were to be 
filled. 


Investigation Of Gen. Mark Clark 


Following the decision of the House 
Military Committee some weeks ago not 
to take further action on charges against 
General Mark W. Clark, USA, in connec- 
tion with the Rapido River action in 
Italy, the Senate Military Committee 
this week held hearings on the subject at 
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the instance of Texas Senators Tom Con- 
nally and W. Lee O’Daniel. 

Opposing the President’s nomination of 
General Clark to be a permanent major 
general were the following officers of the 
86th Division which was engaged in the 
Rapido River action: National Guard of- 
ficers Col. Miller Ainsworth, Col. Carl 
Phinney, Lt. Col. David M. Frazior, and 
Maj. Dawson Duncan; from the Regular 
Army, Lt. Col. Andrew F. Price, Retired. 
All but Major Duncan made statements 
against the proposed promotion of Gen- 
eral Clark. 

The testimony of the witnesses did not 
vary from that given by them before the 
House Military Committee. 

In the light of quotations from letters 
referred to by the witnesses and of facts 
brought out by the questions of members 
of the Senate Military Committee there 
is little possibility that the hearing will 
dissuade the committee from favorably 
reporting the nomination of General 
Clark. 

Questioning by members of the Mili- 
tary Committee led to emphasize on the 
facts that General Clark was carrying 
out the orders of a superior officer, Gen- 
eral Sir Harold Alexander, of the British 
Army; and that the failure at Rapido was 
offset by the brilliant work of Clark at 
Salerno. 


Military Dist. of Washington 


Brig. Gen. Claude B. Ferenbaugh will 
assume command of The Military Dis- 
trict of Washington today, 15 June, re- 
placing Brig. Gen. Robert N. Young, who 
goes to Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, to 
teach there. 

General Ferenbaugh was graduated 
from West Point in June 1918 and was 
commissioned in the Infantry. In the 
Allied invasion of North Africa, he was 
assistant to Lt. Gen. Lloyd R. Freden- 
dall. Later he served as assistant Division 
Commander of the Eighty-third (Thun- 
derbolt) Division. After V-E day Gen- 
eral Ferenbaugh left the Eighty Third to 
direct redeployment to the Pacific, as 
chief of the Troop Control Branch, War 
Department Operations Division. 








Col. Gage Joins Firm 


Col. John N. Gage has become an ac- 
count executive on the staff of The Jos. 
W. Hicks Organization, public relations 
and industrial relations counsel of Chi- 
cago. 

Col. Gage was recently retired from 
the United States Army, in which he has 
served almost continuously for the past 
30 years. His last assignment was that 
of deputy commander of the Chicago 
Quartermaster Depot.

Command of the West African District 
has passed to the control of Headquarters, 
United States Forces, European Theater, 
pursuant to instructions from the War 
Department. 

Col. James D. Brown, Inf., is command- 
ing officer, West ———- District, with 
headquarters at Casablanca, French 
Morocco.

Navy Discharge Provisions 
A retroactive change in Navy honor- 
able discharge qualifications will permit 
many discharged enlisted personnel now 
holding other types of discharge certifi- 
“ates to obtain honorable discharges. 
“Proficiency in rating” requirements for 
honorable discharge have been reduced 
from 3.0 to 2.75. The reduction is retro- 

active to and including 7 Dec. 1941. 
Discharged personnel in this category 
may return their present certificates to 
the Board of Review, Discharges and 
Dismissals, Navy Department, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C., accompanied by written re- 
quest for an honorable discharge cer- 
titicate. Their service records will be ex- 
amined by the Board and each individual 

will be advised of the action taken. 


USMC Discharge Provisions 

Marine Corps headquarters announced 
this week that enlisted men who have re- 
ceived discharges under honorable con- 
ditions may request straight honorable 
discharges if their average proficiency 
marks were 3.44 or over. A 3.8 average 
had previously been required. 

The change is retroactive to 1 March 
1945. Discharged Marines who qualify 
may return their certificates to the Board 
of Review, Discharges and Dismissals, 
Navy Department, Washington 25, D. C. 
accompanied by a written request for 
honorable discharge.

Histor has nothing to compare with the four year record of the Army Service 
Forces. In the comparatively brief period from its creation as the Services of 
Supply on 9 March 1942 (its name was later changed to Army Service Forces) until 
it officially passed out of existence on 11 June 1946 this organization was the net- 
work of channels through which the natural resources, the industrial management 
and leadership, the forces of skilled and unskilled labor, and all those many elements 
that go to make up America’s enormous industrial capacity blended experience and 
genius with military designs and requirements and put the finished products where 
the fighting forces wanted them. Under the dynamic leadership of General Brehon 
Somervell and subsequently of Lt. Gen. Leroy Lutes, the ASF designed, produced, 
transported, and delivered so much material and performed so many vital services 
that their statistics of accomplishments sound positively astronomical. The Produc- 
tion Division obtained for the American soldier 17,255,000 hand and shoulder weap- 
ons, 87,325 tanks, 2,437,000 trucks, 4,560,000 tons of aircraft bombs, and 4,756,000,000 
atabrine tablets. The Transportation Corps operated 1,765 ships, the Signal Corps 
handled as much as 50,000,000 words per day over 822,947 miles of communication 
lines, 1,200,000 radio sets were built and delivered, and the best medical record in 
history brought mortality figures to a new all-time low. Nearly 13 billion pounds of 
canned and fresh meat and 17 billion pounds of canned, dehydrated and fresh vege- 
tables kept our men well fed all over the globe. With such a prodigious record of 
accomplishment the question naturally arises as to why the ASF is now set aside 
and the tasks it so ably performed in war should in peace be redistributed principally 
to the Army Ground Forces and the War Department General Staff. To this General 
of the Army Eisenhower replies that “it is impossible in a democracy to keep always 
in time of peace an Army that merely has to expand in war.” Economy, the General 
points out, becomes the watch-word both in money and men, so that everyone must 
carry a dual load. Nevertheless large overhead supply organizations have become a 
necessity in war. In World War I the Purchase, Storage, and Traffic unit shouldered 
‘the burdens, while the ASF took over the job in World War II. Its record will be 
an inspiration and its lessons a guidance for future organizations in future wars. 


'N these days when it is so much the fashion to belittle officers and deprecate their 

. accomplishments, it is gratifying that the President has nominated and the Senate 
confirmed Vice Admiral Ben Moreell, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, as 
Chief Engineer of the Navy with the rank of four-star admiral. The promotion is 
merited recognition of the great services of this officer of the Regular Establishment. 
It was Admiral Moreell’s foresight and drive that resulted in the organization in 
December of 1941 of the Naval Construction Battalions and it was his fine profes- 
sional knowledge and ability to pick and hold the right men that led to those units 
winning world wide acclaim as “Seabees.” While we were still suffering from our 
early defeats in the war, Admiral Moreell saw what would be necessary for victory 
and with a flexibility of mind that belies those who assert Regulars are bound to 
the ways of the past, he set about building up the Seabees by offering suitable petty 
officer and chief ratings as well as commissions to those men skilled in the trades 
and professions he needed. And he did this, too, without too rigid a regard for the 
shibboleth of youth—if a man was sound physically and possessed of a needed skill 
there was not too rigid a regard to his age in years. The result was that after an 
indoctrination in the ways of the Navy these men, thousands of whom were settled 
family men well beyond draft age, formed the basis of skill to which were added 
from time to time younger men trained in the Service. Their record in the Pacific 
is one to marvel at. Working with the Army’s Corps of Engineers and the Engineers 
of the Marine Corps, a path across the Pacific was laid with the precision of an en- 
gineer laying a road across the continent, only the Pacific road was composed of 
airfields, harbors, docks, barracks, and bases as well. Okinawa for example, repre- 
sented the biggest single wartime construction job ever planned, and working on 
it were 60,000 Seabees and their Civil Engineer Corps officers, preparing roads, supply 
areas, airfields, and fuel and fleet facilities for what would have been a gigantic 
staging area for thrusts against the Japanese homeland. Airfields there were being 
developed by Seabees and Army Engineers, the basic plan being for the Army to 
reconstruct existing fields and the Seabees to build new ones. On Iwo Jima, which 
was considered too small for a base, the Pacific’s longest airstrip was built. No job 
was too big—or too small, for the Seabees performed myriads of homely, comforting 
tasks for the individual men. Admiral Moreell will attribute the Seabees’ success 
to his fine corps of men, but those patriotic and skilled veterans would be the first to 
acclaim the new honor which has come to their leader.

At the 
1925 F Street Club and among the other 
guests was the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, Sam Rayburn. The fol- 
lowing story, told by the Speaker, evoked 
the comment from General Eisenhower 
that was being repeated with relish at 
the Capitol today: 

A member of the House got on an 
elevator in the Senate wing and asked 
the operator to let him off at the second 
floor. A Senator entered the car and gave 
his destination as the third floor. Obey- 
ing the instructions that govern such 
circumstances, the operator made a non- 
stop journey to the third floor to let the 
Senator off. 

Another Senator then entered the ele- 
vator and said he wanted to go to the 
first floor, which was done. Then a third 
Senator, appearing at that level, asked 
for the third floor. 

The Representative who had first en- 
tered the elevator and asked for the sec- 
ond floor stop and who had been silent 
throughout the various voyages, then 
spoke. 

“Next time you stop this thing let me 
out,” he said, “I don’t want to spend all 
Spring in here.” 

Through the laughter that followed 
General Bisenhower was heard to say 
quietly : 

“JT didn’t know there was a caste sys-

Military Aviation 

Increased facilities for aeronautical re- 
search and development are urged in a 
report submitted last week by the special 
Senate committee investigating the Na- 
tional Defense program, with a view to- 
ward ensuring United States leadership 
in aviation. 

In a report on the production, develop- 
ment and research of aircraft, the Sen- 
ate subcommittee headed by . Senator 
Hugh B. Mitchell recommended that the 
government encourage, With financial as- 
sistance if necessary, the establishment 
of a group of qualified research and tech- 
nical personnel and the acquisition of 
adequate scientific research to maintain 
this country’s supremacy in aviation. 

Senator Mitchell told the Senate, in 
submitting his committee’s report on 7 
June, that although the country’s “amaz- 
ing aircraft production represented a 
preponderance of physical power,” it did 
not “necessarily represent a preponder- 
ance of scientific knowledge” The Ger- 
mans, he said, “had the edge on us” in 
some phases of aviation science. 

Reorganization of the National Ad- 
visory Committee for Aeronautics, whose 
contributions to aviation in the past 30 
years are highly praised in the report, 
was recommended as a means of main- 
taining air supremacy, as follows: 

“The National Adviory Committee for Aero- 
nautics should be modified and expanded, in 
the light of our war experience. Represented 
in its policymaking body should be all of the 
principal elements of our economy interested 
in furthering aviation science, especially 
groups which give promise of assuring more 
aggressive leadership in scientific research 
and development. The committee is of the 
opinion that a greater voice in the affairs 
and policies of the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics should be given to 
representatives of the various branches of the 
aircraft-manufacturing industry.” 

“We must establish clear lines of re- 
sponsibility, coordination, and relation- 
ships between the armed services and the 
National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics and other governmental agencies 
and private industry concerned with air 
development.” 

The committee noted that the lack of 
pre-planning as well as delay in the air- 
craft industry in establishing mass pro- 
duction and subcontract methods pro- 
vided “costly errors and unnecessary 
wastes.” The total effort of the aircraft 
industry, however, is considered a “mi- 
raculous achievement.” 

The report is divided into three parts. 
The first part reviews the record of air- 
craft production during the war. The 
second deals with the conversion of the 
aircraft industry to peacetime activities. 
The third part considers aeronautical re- 
search and development. 


Commission Flight Officers 


Army Air Forces Headquarters has in- 
formed all AAF commands of the present 
plan and policy of commissioning as sec- 
ond lieutenants in the Air Corps Reserve 
all separated AUS flight officers. 

As there is no peacetime statutory pro- 
vision for flight officer rank in the Offi- 
cers Reserve Corps and no requirement 
for it in the post-war Air Force it is the 
objective of the plan to adjust any in- 
equalities created through such lack of 
provisions. 

The policy is to be that all qualified 
flight officers of the AUS who have had 
actual honorable service in the AAF and 
are otherwise eligible will be offered an 
appointment in the Officers Reserve Corps 
for an initial period of five years as sec- 
ond lieutenant, Air Corps Reserve. Thus, 
upon separation, flight officers will re- 
ceive automatic promotion similar to that 
offered other AUS officers upon relief 
from active duty. 

Upon application to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, Washington 25, D. C., Attention: 
Appointment Section, Officer Procurement 
Branch, MPPS, WD, AGO Form 170 will 
be forwarded to the applicant for com- 
pletion and return to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral. In addition, certain records must be 
forwarded with the application. Com- 
plete details of requirements and proce- 
dure are given in AAF Letter 35-77.

AAF Historians’ Committee 

Existence of a secret report prepared 
during the war for the Army Air Forces 
was revealed this week when it was an- 
nounced that commendations’ were 
awarded to the Committee of Historians 
for the Study of Germany’s War Poten- 
tial. 

In 1943 General of the Army H. H. 
Arnold borrowed Maj. Frank Monaghan, 
now lieutenant colonel, a former history 
professor at Yale, from the War Depart- 
ment Bureau of Public Relations, to 
choose and direct a group of civilian his- 
torians in a study of the effects of the 
war upon Germany and the ability of the 
Nazi war machine to hold up under in- 
creased Allied pressure. 

Their report was presented in January, 
1944, and was a remarkably accurate 
forecast of the things that ultimately 
came to pass. 

After concluding the report, Colonel 
Monaghan became chief of the Analysis 
Branch, Bureau of Public Relations, 
which post he still holds. 





PACUSA Congratulated 

Lt. Gen. Ennis C. Whitehead, Com- 
manding General of the Pacific Air Com- 
mand, received a congratulatory message 
from General of the Army Dwight D. Bis- 
enhower, following his recent visit to 
Japan. In part, the message read: 

“I have found the troops under your com- 
mand performing their duties, often under 
trying conditions and at isolated stations, 
with the same high degree of efficiency that 
we have come to expect from the Army Air 
Forces, At every station, my party and I had 
encountered hospitality in its highest form, 
while all ranks have shown themselves to be 
fully alive to their responsibilities and are 
filling them without complaint, I truly con- 


gratulate you and your entire command on 
your splendid performance of vitally impor- 
tant tasks.” 





New ATC Route Postponed 

Lack of adequate weather and commu- 
nications facilities in the North Pacific 
has forced the Air Transport Command 
to postpone until July its inaugural flight 
over the newly established aerial route to 
Tokyo via Adak, Alaska, it was announced 
this week. 

Survey flights had already been com- 
pleted over this “Great Circle” path skirt- 
ing the Arctic which will shave 3,400 
miles from the normal Pacific routes 
through Hawaii. Via Alaska the air mile 
age is 4,880 to Tokyo, while the trip 
through Hawaii is 8,169. 





AAF Music School Formed 

Opening of a school for musicians at 
Bolling Field, D. C., to serve as a clear- 
ing house for the 34 Army Air Forces 
bands throughout the country, was al- 
nounced 11 June by Maj. George S. How- 
ard, commanding officer and conductor 
of the official AAF Band.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—There is a significance in the Republican primary election in 
Nebraska this week which has not escaped political Washington and foreign Gov- 
ernments. In that election Senator Butler, an isolationist, and opponent of the British 
loan, the Bretton Woods pact, draft extension, etc., decisively defeated Governor 
Griswold who sought his Senate seat. Backing the Governor was Commander Stassen, 
of Minnesota, who in six speeches in the State, preached his thesis of a world super- 
state, the thesis upon which he is campaigning for the republican presidential nomi- 
nation in 1948. In Minnesota, Stassen is supporting Governor Thye against Senator 
Shipstead, and in this primary campaign which will close on 8 July, the issue of 
nationalism against internationalism, is being squarely drawn. Should Shipstead 
be nominated not only will the chances of Stassen for the presidential nomination be 
dimmed, but there will be the indication that the great Middle West is trending 
toward at least modification of our policy of full participation in the problems of 
the rest of the world. 

Those problems, particularly relating to Europe, are now under another review 
at the meeting of the Big Four in Paris. Preliminary to that meeting, there were 
statements from Secretary Byrnes, Foreign Minister Bevin, Former Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill and Foreign Commissar Molotov. These statements showed the 
lack of accord between the Big Four and the need, as Mr. Byrnes stressed again, 
of prayer for solutions that would bring peace to this troubled world. Helping Mr. 
Byrnes at the moment was the action of Congress in extending the draft law, against 
which Senator Butler had voted, but Russia knows that the American people want 
no more war and it is this knowledge which causes Moscow, equally unwilling to 
fight, to continue the policy of truculence which has prevented agreements. That 
truculence particularly is being shown in Austria, where Russian fighter planes 
amused themselves by buzzing American passenger planes in the vicinity of Vienna 
and now in engaging in target practice over the United States airfield at Tulin, 
a suburb of the capital. General Mark W. Clark, Commanding United States Forces, 
promptly protested as he had done before, but he got no satisfaction beyond a will- 
ingness to investigate. Russia’s desire to dominate Austria is based, of course, upon 
her ambition to dominate southern Germany and Italy and confirm her paramount 
position in the Balkan States. Secretary Byrnes and the British Government are 
seeking to bring about the evacuation of Austria, and in the end doubtless that 
country will be neutralized. Meanwhile, the Russian military authorities and Gov- 
ernment should understand that General Clark, with the full backing of Washing- 
ton, has no intention of supinely accepting demonstrations which might lead to 
grave incidents, and in accordance with his instructions will give full protection to 
American rights and interests. The time may come when he will cease to protest 
and act, and if the Moscow Government is wise and truly anxious to maintain friendly 
relations with the United States, it will punish the officers who dragged a target 
sleeve over the Tulin airfield and fired upon it, and issue specific instructions to the 
commander to end such a dangerous procedure. Equipped with supreme power which 
General Clark unfortunately lacks, General of the Army MacArthur has published 
regulations forbidding any aircraft, Russian or American or British, to land in 
Japan or fly over Japan without the approval of Allied Headquarters. The regula- 
tions have as a precedent Russian regulations which forbid planes even of Allied 
Nations to fly over Soviet-occupied zones. 

Immediately following the disclosure by Secretary Byrnes of a British inquiry 
as to the military contribution the United States would make to a security force 
for Palestine should the migration of 100,000 Jews, favored by President Truman, 
cause disorders, Foreign Minister Bevin declared his objection to such migration, 
though he favored an ultimate Palestinian State to give Jews a vote in world affairs. 
Anticipating Mr. Bevin’s attitude, President Truman set up a special cabinet com- 
mittee to assist him in formulating and implementing “such policy with regard to 
Palestine and related problems as may be adopted by this Government.” A member 
of the Committee is Secretary Patterson, who will designate a civilian to represent 
him in the initial stages of the study. That the American people will consent to the 
dispatch of an occupationary force to Palestine is extremely doubtful, but Britain 
insists she cannot alone preserve order and deal with the Arabs as well as the Jews. 
Certain to influence our policy in this respect is the Bevin statement that the agita- 
tion in the United States for the immigration of the Jews to Palestine, is because our 
country does not want too many of these people in New York. Bevin is being sharply 
attacked for this observation which is regarded as anti-Semitic, and its effect upon 
the House decision on the British loan is certain to be marked. 

While the immediate future of the Italo-Yugoslav boundary and of the evacu- 
ation of Austria is as uncertain as it was when the Big Four Conference went into 
recess, there has been this week an interesting development in what is, after all, 
the main problem of Europe—the future of Germany itself. There has come about 
an agreement between Britain and America that world security will be aided by a 
decentralizing of German government;‘this does not involve a cutting up of Ger- 
many (save for the restrorations of Czech and Polish soil, but it does point to an 
encouragement of provincial autonomy within Germany and an attendant reduction 
of central authority, a deliberate step backward toward the old Germany of 1866. 
It appears that Britain now is prepared to join America in recommending to Russia 
and France the deliberate development of such a plan. It was the original proposal 
of the United States, at Potsdam, and from the outset the American belief in the 
proposal was so complete that it has since then guided the American zone’s adminis- 
tration of affairs. The district which includes Bavaria is handled as a unit, Hesse 
likewise, with the studied aim of restoring to the people of Bavaria, for example, a 
consciousness of that Bavarianism which ever since Prussia’s victory of 1866 was 
forcibly submerged more and more in a militant Germanism. The American theory 
is that if now for a period of years the affairs of Bavaria can be administered from 
Bavaria, almost without reference to any higher German authority, the need for 
that higher authority will gradually be recognized as lessened and the relief from 
Berlin's long domination welcomed by the Bavarians themselves. 

















Secretary Forrestal’s Resignation—The appointment of John L. Sullivan to be 
Under Secretary of the Navy places him squarely in line to be the next Secretary of 
the Navy whenever the Honorable James V. Forrestal decides to step down from that 
post, as he has long intended to do. He indicated soon after the surrender of Japan 
that he would like to quit his Secretaryship and return to Wall Street business, and 
public discussion has indicated recently that the chances of his resignation have in- 





creiséd proportionately with the growing trend toward unification. 

Mr. Forrestal has earnestly denied that his departure from the Navy Depart. 
ment would be caused by squabbles over unification, and President Truman readily 
declared his wish that he would continue to serve as Secretary. While still wishing 
to leave the Navy, Mr. Forrestal felt obliged to remain as long as the President wanted 
him. Now, it is reliably known, Mr. Forrestal intends to quit as Secretary on 15 July, 
Under Secretary Sullivan will be his successor, just as Mr. Forrestal succeeded the 
late Frank Knox in the spring of 1944. 

Mr. Forrestal’s succession to the secretaryship was characterized then as a 
“Second-Class Seaman-to-Secretary” theme. He had enlisted in the Naval Reserve 
in 1917 and was among a group of cadets sent to Canada for training and when com. 
missioned an Ensign pilot he was returned to Washington to serve in the Office of 
Naval Operations. He saw the war out in Washington as a Lt. (jg). He returned then 
to the banking firm of Dillon, Read & Co., whose employ he had left to join the Navy, 
and from bond salesman he rose to head of the bond department, to be the president's 
right-hand man, and in 1937 to the presidency of the firm. In August, 1940, he was 
chosen by President Roosevelt for the newly-created post of Under Secretary. His 
great task then became that of production and materiel, and the fact that the fleets 
of the United States, even after Pear] Harbor, dominate all oceans is in no small part 
due to the concentrated effort of the quiet, dogged and persuasive James Forrestal, 
He has opposed unification since its earliest inception. Even at the time he became 
Secretary, he insisted that the Navy must exist as an entity and not a sub-division 
of an all-inclusive Department of Defense. In his six years at the top of the civilian 
administrators of the Navy, Mr. Forrestal has come to be known as one of the greatest 
of all Navy Secretaries. 


Republican Views on Draft—Mr. John Foster Dulles, a leading Republican author- 
ity on international affairs, expressed his views this week on the country’s needs for 
a strong military force. Particularly interesting as a formal announcement by a 
prominent member of the Republican party, Mr. Dulles’ statement favored “imme- 
diate enactment of legislation which, through draft if necessary, will enable the 
United States now to maintain a strong Army.” 

Having recently returned from the opening meeting of the General Assembly of 
the United Nations, to which he was an alternate delegate of the United States, 
Mr. Dulles said that his visit in Europe had convinced him that the United States 
should remain militarily strong. He expressed hope that military conscription will 
not become a permanent part of American life, but declared that it is necessary now 
to maintain a big Army, and “after the peace is concluded we can take a fresh look at 
the world picture.” 


Senior Officers Flight Pay—aAlthough it is unlikely that the present Congress will 
conduct the extensive study of flight pay for senior officers as some members have 
urged, the Navy has initiated a study of flight performed by Commanders in the 
Navy and Lieutenant Colonels in the Marine Corps and above in order to establish 
an accurate record of the extent and purpose of the extra pay they receive. While the 
payment of fifty per cent flight pay to senior officers who fly the required minimum 
hours monthly while not in the performance of their normal duties has been heavily 
criticized for some months, the Navy will undertake at the present time to determine 
to what extent, if any, the practice has been abused. 

In Alnavy 311, the Navy called on all “naval aviators, naval aviation observers, 
technical observers, and naval flight surgeons,” Commanders and Lieutenant Colonels 
and above on duty involving flying, to report by airmail to the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tion the hours flown in the six-months period 1 December 1945 through 31 May 
1946, listing the nature of their flying time. The breakdown in the report, which is 
due in Washington by 1 July, will show each officer’s primary duty assignment, his 
name and rank, his pilot time each calendar month showing character of flights, 
and his passenger time each passenger month. 


Debate on the pay features of the draft bill passed by the Senate on 4 June § 


indicate that some change will be made in the differential between flying and non- 
fiying officers. Senator Thomas, chairman of the Senate Military Committee, repre 
senting the views of many in Congress, contended at that time that conditions 
of flight have changed so that the fifty per cent pay is no longer necessary to 
maintain an adequate corps of flying officers. Whenever the issue arises agait, 
however, the Navy will be prepared to answer charges of abuse of the hazard pay 
privilege. 

It is understood that the Army is making plans for a similar survey of its ow! 
aviation officer personnel. 


National Guard—First of the National Guard divisions to receive specific authority 
for reorganization will be the 28th Infantry Division of Pennsylvania as orders av 
thorizing the organization of that division were sent to the Adjutant General of 
Pennsylvania early this week by Maj. Gen. Butler B. Miltonberger, Chief of the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau. 

Reorganization of the 28th Division will be under the direction of Brig. Gen. R. M 
Vail, Adjutant General of Pennsylvania. After activation, the training of the division 
will be the responsibility of the commanding general of the Army Ground Forces, whe 
is charged with the training of all National Guard units other than air units. 

In addition to the authority to activate the 28th Division, Pennsylvania has re 
ceived authority to organize many other separate Ground Forces units such as Ord: 
nance companies, Antiaircraft Artillery and Quartermaster units. The ground compe 
nents of the Pennsylvania National Guard will number approximately 30,000 troops- 
Authority to organize certain Air Forces units was delivered to Pennsylvania late last 
week. It is expected that Pennsylvania will permit units of the 28th Division for Fed- 
eral recognition at an early date.

Navy and Marine Corps Permanent complete composition 
of the post-war officer corps of the Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard will not be 
known for some time, the services are proceeding at this time with plans and studies 
under which temporary ranks will be replaced by new permanent ranks. The only gen- 
eral reduction in the ranks of senior officers has been effected by retirement board pro- 
ceedings authorized by Public Law 305, which seem to have maintained adequate num- 
bers of officers required in each rank without forcing demotions such as the army 
has been obliged to do. 

According to present plans, the Navy and Marine Corps will wait until the transfer 
of Reserve and temporary officers to the Regular Navy is completed, at which time 
the lineal precedence of each officer will have been determined. This precedence will be 
established on the basis of permanent ranks, so that, for example, officers who finished 
the Naval Academy in the spring of 1942 will be behind Reserve Ensigns on active 
duty at the time of their graduation, but above such reservists who were commis- 
sioned and ordered to active duty after the Academy graduation. 

A special study has been conducted by a board headed by Rear Admiral Francis 
8S. Low with a view toward determining a fit procedure for the return to permanent 
officer ranks as well as formulating peacetime systems of promotions and retirements 
for the post-war officer corps. While the report of the board has been thoroughly 
studied by the Bureau of Naval Persomnel, it has been set aside for the time being, 
awaiting completion of the transfers to the Regular Navy. When that is done and the 
lineal precedence of officers determined, the percentages allowed for each rank, as de- 
termined by Congress, will be applied. In this system, percentage-distribution al- 
lowances for each rank are applied to the active list. It cannot be foreseen now in 
what ranks reductions will be necessary, and it is even possible that promotions may 
be made in ranks depleted by demobilization and failing to attract a proportionate 
number of transferees. 

The Marine Corps will also follow the pattern set forth in the Low Board re- 
port. In addition to fitting its transferees into the lineal precedence list with present 
Regular officers, the Marine Corps has yet to establish precedence among some of its 
Regulars of the classes of ’38, ’39 and ’40, comprising Naval Academy and ROTC 
graduates of those years who completed their basic post-graduate schooling but were 
never permanently listed in order other than by age. The Coast Guard, having been 
forced to reduce its officer corps because of 1947 appropriations, is also selecting some 
of its Reserve and temporary officers for Regular commissions, but, unlike the Navy and 
Marine Corps, the Coast Guard is obliged to curtail its ranks now because of limited 
funds for the next fiscal year. Permanent Coast Guard ranks, however, will await 
determination of a precedence list. 

Legislation enacted prior to the United States entry into the war halted all per- 
manent promotions of the sea services, and promotions made in the future will con- 
tinue to be “temporary” ones until this legislation is either repealed or amended. 
The nature of future legislation of this nature to be requested by the Navy Depagt- 
ment will depend on circumstances resulting from the transfers to the Regular officer 
corps as well as the report of the Low Board. For the time being, the nature of the 
Navy’s request can only be anticipated. It is to be assumed that permission will be 
asked to terminate all temporary promotions and to apply the existing percentage 
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distributions to the active lists to determine the initial post-war permanent ranks, 





Ordnance Department—Maj. Gen. Russell L. Maxwell will retire in the grade 
of colonel on 30 Sept. He already has begun his terminal leave. Brig Gen. James D. 
McIntyre also will retire in the grade of colonel on 30 Sept. at the expiration of his 
present terminal leave. 

Col. Stephen H. MacGregor, now on duty at Springfield Armory, has been ap- 
pointed Commanding Officer. Col. John G. Booten, now on duty with Hq. Second 
Service Command, has been transferred to duty at Springfield Armory. 

Lt. Col. William B. Chase, Inf., has transferred to the Ordnance Department 
and is temporaily Acting Chief of the Military Personnel Division. 

Col. Oscar G. Fegan has been relieved from duty at Rock Island Ordnance 
Depot and assigned as Commanding Officer of Navajo Ordnance Depot, Bellemont, 
Ariz. 

Lt. Col. Sylvester A. Hall, now on duty at Savannah Ordnance Depot, has been 
designated Commanding Officer. 


Naval Academy Summer Cruises—The battleships Washington and North Caro- 
lina pulled into Newport harbor recently for a brief training period of their own, 
and will soon embark for Annapolis to pick up the Midshipmen slated for the first 
post-war Summer Cruise. For the time being, both battleships are taking daily 
cruises in and out of Newport to train their own crews to a finer degree of perfection. 
On weekends, they are open to visitors. 

The Washington and North Carolina are scheduled to leave 27 June for Annapolis, 
to pick up 1,185 Midshipmen for their Summer Cruise. First they will return to 
Newport, about 12 July, and beginning three days later will take daily training cruises, 
which will last only a few days until billets for the Midshipmen are decided on and 
the ships are provisioned for the major part of the cruise. About 19 July, the battle- 
ships will sail for Cuba, where they will fire at Culebra, and make a brief stopover at 
Guatanamo. This group will return to Annapolis about 16 August, and another group 
of Midshipmen will embark on a similar cruise. 


Army Chaplain Corps—Head chaplains of AFPA met in Tokyo 3 to 8 June for a 
conference on religious matters affecting forces in the Pacific, Chief Chaplain (Col.) 
Ivan L. Bennett announced. Chaplains attending the meeting included Col. James 
Bean, AFWESPAC, from Manila; Col. Glenn J. Witherspoon, PACUSA; Col. Frank 
P. MacKenzie, AFPAC; Lt. Col. Earl Compton, AFMIDPAC, from Honolulu; Lt. 
Col. Vernon P. Jaeger, XXIV Corps, Korea, and Lt. Col. Alvie J. McKnight, Bighth 
Army. 

The second session of the post-war Army Chaplain School opens on 10 June 1946 
at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. Chaplain (Col.) Gynther Storaasli is the Commandant, with 
Chaplain (Lt. Col.) Terence P. Finnegan, Bxecutive. The length of the term is 
twelve weeks. The curriculum totals 480 hours of class work, which includes 296 
hours of military subjects or slightly less than two-thirds total, and 184 hours profes- 
sional. Among the military studies are staff procedure, organization of the Army, ad- 
ministration, customs and security, military sanitation, and military law. The pro- 
fessional subjects include graves registration, military funerals, practical duties of 
the chaplain and administrative chaplain, counseling and music appreciation. 


Army Transportation Corps—The Chief of Transportation has been designated as 
the agency of the War Department to effect redistribution and disposal of all excess 
railroad equipment and all marine floating equipment which becomes excess to the 
needs of the using agency in the Continental United States except equipment for 
which purchase responsibility is assigned to the Corps of Engineers by War Depart- 
ment Procurement Regulation 6. Marine floating equipment or aircraft rescue boats 
under the jurisdiction of the Commanding General, Army Air Forces, becoming ex- 
cess to the needs of the Army Air Forces, will be reported to the Chief of Transporta- 
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tion, who will issue disposition instruction in accordance with War Department 
regulations. 

Col. Owen R. Marriott has been detailed as Executive Officer, Office of the Chief 
of Transportation. 

Col. John R. Noyes has been named Chief, Military Railway Service, Office of 
the Chief of Transportation. 

Col. Herbert D. May has been designated Chief, Supply Division, Office of the 
Chief of Transportation. 

Col. Donaled B. Farr, TC, has returned from temporary duty overseas in con- 
nection with the return of personnel and ammunition.

Synthetie Fuels—In cooperation with the oil industry and engine manufacturers, 
the Navy has launched a long-term study of synthetic fueis. The first announcement 
of this followed a full-scale demonstration of synthetic gasoline, diesel fuels and 
lubricants at the Naval Engineering Experiment Station, Annapolis, Md., on 14 June, 
ag representatives of science, industry and the services met in a two-day seminar 
sponsored by the.Army-Navy Petroleum Board, an agency under the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

The efficiency of synthetic fuels and blends of synthetic with natural fuels, manu- 
factured from natural gas, coal and shale, was demonstrated for the first time in 
operating landing craft, amphibious tanks, an experimental gas turbine, and an turbo- 
jet engine. The tests were conducted under the supervision of Captain D. H. Clark, 
USN, director of the Annapolis experimental station. 

Since the Navy is the world’s largest consumer of oil, the national security re- 
quires that every possible source of fuel be investigated to prevent development of 
shortages in time of emergency. To this end, the Navy undertook its present study, 
and a group of petroleum and engine manufacturers will work with the Navy in at- 
tempting to determine the properties of synthetic fuels and lubricants. As it may 
be necessary to re-design present-day engines to take advantage of future develop- 
ments in synthetic fuels, the studies now being undertaken will provide factual data 
necessary to plan the design of engines capable of the most efficient utilization of 
synthetic fuels of the future. 


Cavalry—In line with the Department’s intention to combine the Cavalry with 
the Armored Force, Maj. Gen. I. D. White, commandant of the Cavalry School, has 
announced the deactivation of the C. R. T. S. on 6 July. No raw recruits will be sent 
to Fort Riley in the future for basic training. Instead they will go to the Armored 
Force Replacement Training Center at Ft. Knox, Ky. 


Field Artillery—Over 200 graduates of the United States Military Academy at 
West Point will go to the Field Artillery School in August to begin a 24-week 
course including studies of organization, equipment, tactics and technique of small 
units of Field Artillery to include battalion organization, combinations of small 
units of several branches of service into tactical teams and their employment in 
battle and the part played by battalion, regimental and comparable commands in 
larger units. 

Training will be given in airborne, air support and amphibious operations, 
counter-intelligence and reconnaissance procedure. Other phases will include adminis- 
tration, supply, sanitation, personnel and discipline, military courtesy, civil affairs 
and public relations, leadership and command responsibilities. 

As the various subjects to be studied will embrace many departments of the 
School, the course will be supervised by the Asst. Commandant, Col. Thomas E. 
deShazo. 


Sea Services Demobilization—The Navy demobilized 70,476 of its personnel in 
the week ending 8 June, bringing the total separated since 17 August 1945 to 2,- 
561,214. The peak day of separations was 12,586 on 5 June. 

The Marine Corps released 7,921 during the week ending 8 June to bring its 
total to 367,185. The Coast Guard separated 2,259 during the same period to bring 
its total to 146,720. All of the services are ahead of schedule. 

Regular Navy enlistments and re-enlistments 1-10 June were as follows: 5,295 
voluntary first enlistments at recruiting stations, 301 enlistments in USN from 
USNR and USN-I at other ships and stations, and 827 Regular Navy re-enlistments 
and extensions from all activities, totalling 6,423. 

The total Regular Navy first enlistments, enlistments from reserves and in- 
ductees, re-enlistments and extensions since the surrender of Japan through 10 
June is 235,793. 


Ordnance Department—Formation of a new Ordnance School at Eschwege, east 
of Kassel, to train personnel for second echelon maintenance, motor sergeants, and 
welding, has been announced by the Office of the Chief of Ordnance, U. S. Forces, 
European Theater. Commanded by Maj. Floyd Long, and a staff of 200, the new school 
is located in the Hindenburg Kaserne, former German Army artillery barracks. Many 
of the buildings and installations have been restored and now house classrooms, 
engine labs, a carpenter shop, welding shop and shops for wreckers, tanks, and armored 
cars. . 

The Ordnance Technical Training Center at Heidenheim, near Stuttgart, grad- 
uated 112 men, its largest class recently. Since the school’s activation on 23 Jan., 1,140 
have been credited with courses. 


Signal Corps—Word from Yokohama reports that the Eighth Army’s 98th Signal 
Battalion, all of whose companies earned the Meritorious Service Unit Plaque for 
outstanding work in the Pacific warfare, was inactivated 31 May in Japan. Instruc- 
tors in the troop school of the 98th, which has been training Signal Corps specialists 
for the past three months, now operate the Eighth Army Signal Corps School, and 
remaining men of the 98th became “C” Company of the 3186th Signal Service Bat- 
talion of the Eighth Army. 

The Army Service Forces Pigeon Breeding and Training Activity, including ap- 
proximately 4,000 birds, has been transferred from Camp Crowder to Fort Monmouth. 
Many of the pigeons will be assigned to the Fort Monmouth Post Pigeon Detachment 
and the remainder have been declared surplus and will be made available without 
cost to servicemen and veterans who apply to the War Assets Corporation, Consumers 
Goods Division. Each applicant is eligible for ten birds as long as the supply lasts. 





Marine Corps—A week-long pageant scheduled over the Fourth of July in Mon- 
terey, California, as the centennial celebration of that city’s capture by Commodore 
John Drake Sloat will feature drill exhibitions and band performances by special 
Marine battalions now being formed for the occasion. General A. A. Vandegrift, Ma- 
rine Corps Commandant, whose scheduled appearance at the ceremonies has already 
been announced, will be accompanied by a special outfit from the Marine base at 
Quantico. 

Under the command of Lt. Col. A. C. Randall, a provisional battalion of 13 offi- 
cers and 422 enlisted men, including two drill teams, the band, a baseball team, and 
three companies, has been formed at the Quantico Marine Base and is undergoing 
training for its part in the U. S. Flag Centennial in Monterey. This group is sched- 
uled to make its journey to the west coast by ship. 

The pageantry will commemorate the capture of Monterey by Marine and Navy 
personnel under Commodore Sloat, in which 600,000 square miles were added to 
United States territory. It will be held 3-8 July. 


Naval District Commands—The transfer of Seventh Naval District headquarters 
from Miami to Jacksonville, Fla., announced some weeks ago, is to be followed in 
the near future by a near-complete withdrawal from Miami of all Navy activity, as 
the other major command now located there, the Gulf Sea Frontier headquarters, is 
soon to be shifted to New Orleans, where Rear Adm. Aaron S. Merrill will take on 
that command in addition to his present duties as Commandant of the Eighth Naval! 
District. 

Rear Adm. John F. Shafroth, who formerly headed both the Seventh District 
and the Gulf Sea Frontier while they were in the duPont building in Miami, will be 
moved to Panama, where, another dual command will be his. He will relieve Rear 
Adm. John R. Beardall as Commandant of the Fifteenth Naval District and as Com- 
mander Panama Sea Frontier. 

Vice Adm. John L. Hall, jr., well-known commander of amphibious forces in the 
Pacific, will figure in another important administrative command change soon to be 
made by the Navy Department. He will be relieved by Rear Adm. Arthur D. Struble, 
and will assume the dual command in Hawaii of the Hawaiian Sea Frontier and 
Commandant of the Fourteenth Naval District, succeeding Rear Adm. Edward Han- 
son, head of the Pearl Harbor Naval Base, who has been acting in both commands 
since the retirement in March of Vice Adm. Sherwood Taffinder. While the move of 
Seventh Naval District headquarters to Jacksonville has been the only shift thus far 
announced, the other changes will begin to take place by 1 July. 


Judge Advocate General’s Dept.—General Headquarters in Tokyo has announced 
the appointment of Col. Samuel F. Cohn, Judge Advoacte General’s Department, of 
Boston, Mass., as Theater Judge Advocate to replace Col. Clifford M. Ollivetti, of 
Plattsburg, N. Y., who is returning to the United States for reassignment. 


Medical Department—Brig. Gen. Edward A. Noyes, Army Medical Corps, is now 
the Chief Surgeon of the European Theater, it was announced by Headquarters, 
USFET. He succeeds Maj. Gen. Albert W. Kenner, now on the staff of the Secretary 
of War. Col. Alvin L. Gorby served as Acting Theater Chief Surgeon until the arrival 
of General Noyes. General Noyes’ wife, who lives at Fort Hayes, Columbus, Ohio, 
and his daughter, now a student at Ohio State University, will join him in Frankfurt 
this Summer. 

Corps of Engineers—A new Army Engineer District, the Caribbean, has been 
established by Lt. Gen. Raymond A. Wheeler, Chief of Engineers. The new division 
will be under the jurisdiction of the Division Engineer, South Atlantic Division, and 
will have jurisdiction over military construction and military real estate matters 
for which the Chief of Engineers is responsible within the United States territories, 
possessions and leaseholds in the Caribbean Defense Command.

Fourth Estate On Merger Plan 

Based on their obsevations as war cor- 
respondents, 193 newspapermen have ex- 
pressed beliefs that there should be some 
form of unification of the War and Navy 
Departments. A letter received by Sena- 
tear Thomas, chairman of the Senate 
Military Committee, from Mr. Fletcher 
Pratt, a New York City writer, gave this 
information as collected by a quartet- 
committee of former war correspondents 
composed, in addition to Mr. Pratt, of 
Gilbert Cant (Life and Time), Emmett 
Crozier (N. Y. Herald Tribune), and 
Foster Hailey (N. Y. Times). 

A questionnaire sent to 1336 newsmen 
who had covered the various theaters of 
operations resulted in the return of only 
213 completed forms. 

The committee agreed that the poll 
showed “the correspondents would like 
to see some system other than the one 
actually in force.” 


New Dependents Priority 

A new priority system for transporta- 
tion of dependents, based only on length 
of overseas service, is in effect in both 
Europe and Japan. 

Formerly first priority was given those 
who agreed to remain in a theater for 
two years and a second priority to those 
who agreed to remain for one year. Un- 
der the new policy there will be a single 
priority list based solely on longest cumu- 
lative overseas service since 7 Dec. 1941. 

Military personnel who have applied or 
plan to apply for transportation of their 
dependents to their overseas stations 
must now agree to remain overseas for 
a period of one year from the date of 2rt- 
rival of dependents in the theater. For- 
merly the one year period commenced 
with the date the application was made. 


Terminal Leave For EM 

The House on 11 June passed the Dill, 
H.R. 4051, granting enlisted personnel 
“certain benefits in lieu of accumulated 
leave.” 

The bill, introduced by Representative 
Rogers of Florida, states that enlisted 
personnel will be entitled to leave at the 
rate of two and one-half days for each 
month of war service. Accumulated, un- 
used leave would be paid for at time 
discharge at the rate of pay the enlis'ed 
man was receiving. Personnel alre*/y 
discharged would be paid only if app! :ca- 
tion is made within 90 days of enactment 
of the measure. 
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Senate Would Merge Committees 
The Senate has passed and sent to the 
House legislation based on recommenda- 
tions of a joint congressional study for a 
reorganized and more efficient Congress. 
Zesides voting themselves increases 
from their present $10,000 pay to $15,000 
annually and establishing a congressional 
pension system, members of the Senate 
voted, 49-16, to reduce the number of 
standing committees of the Senate and 
combine the Military and Naval affairs 
committees into a new “Committee on 
Armed Services.” 

This group would be one of 15 com- 
mittees which would accomplish the 
“streamlining” hoped for in the reduc- 
tion from 33 standing committees. The 
pill, S. 2177, as passed 10 June in the 
Senate establishes the Senate Commit- 
tee on Armed Services in the following 
language : 

“Committee on Armed Services, to consist 
ef thirteen Senators, to which committee 
shall be referred all proposed legislation, 
messages, petitions, memorials, and other 
matters relating to the following subjects: 

“1, Common defense generally. 

“2 The War Department and the Military 
Establishment generally. 

“3. The Navy Department 
Establishment generally. 
“4, Soldiers’ and sailors’ homes, 

“5. Pay, promotion, retirement, and other 
benefits and privileges of members of the 
armed forces. 

“6. Selective service. 

“T, Size and composition of th@ Army and 
Navy. 

“8. Forts, arsenals, 
and navy yards. 

9%. Ammunition depots. 

‘10. Maintenance and operation of the 
Panama Canal, including the administration, 
sanitation and government of the Canal Zone. 
“11. Conservation, development, and use of 
naval petroleum and oil shale reserves. 

“12. Strategic and critical materials neces- 
sary for the common defense.” 

The same measure would establish a 
“Committee on Finance,” to which 
would be referred veterans affairs, all 
types of pensions, government life insur- 
ance, and compensation of veterans. 

A “Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce” would consider legisia- 
tion for the merchant marine, Coast 
Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and

NITIAL steps in reducing officer ranks 

have been made by the Coast Guard 
as an important feature of the over-all 
curtailment in Coast Guard activities 
made necessary by limitations of post- 
war appropriations. 

While activity throughout the service 

will be reduced at the end of this fiscal 
year, reductions in ranks of officers have 
already been ordered in order that this 
phase of the curtailment of activity may 
be effectively handled on 1 July, when 
1947 appropriations become available. 

Letters have been sent to approximate- 
ly 200 officers notifying them of reduc- 
tions in rank to take place on that date, 
in line with the schedule announced by 
the Commandant, Admiral Joseph Far- 
ley, a month ago. Reductions, augmented 
by retirements, are to lower flag officers 
from 40 to 25, Captains from 137 to 100, 
Commanders from 284 to 193. Lt. Com- 
manders from 981 to 304, Lieutenants 
from 1447 to 457, and warrant officers 
from 1059 to 857. 

De-commissioning of Coast Guard- 
manned vessels was speeded up during 
May, and only 43 Navy ships remain un- 
der the Coast Guard, including the fol- 
lowing numbers and types:

The ships formerly manned by the 
Coast Guard and de-commissioned in 


May are the USS Sterope (AK-96), USS 
Sussex (AK-213), USS Howard D. Crow 
(DE-252), USS Calamus (AOG-25), 
USS Grand Forks (PF-11), USS Casper 
(PF-12), and USS Big Horn (1IX-207). 

In addition to these reductions, the 
Coast Guard desires submission of re- 
quests for discharge from men in the 
Regular Coast Guard who desire to re- 
turn to civilian life and who are now 
serving in unexpired enlistments or 
voluntary extensions in the rating of Ma- 
chinsts Mates, which is greatly in excess 
of anticipated complements. Discharges 
made under conditions described in 
Aleoasts 60- and 77-46 will be made dur- 


ing June 1946, and will be for the con- 
venience of the government. 

Headquarters will also consider re- 
quests for discharge from men in the 
Regular Coast Guard who do not intend 
to re-enlist and whose enlistments or ex- 
tensions expire during July, August or 
September 1946, except the following rat- 
ings: RM, ARM, ETM, AETM, AP, AM, 
AMM, AOM, AerM, and PR. These dis- 
charges will also be made during June, 
and will also be for the convenience of 
the government. 

Board of Visitors Report 

ae annual report of the Coast Guard 

Academy Board of Visitors this year 
notes the increasing difficulty in making 
the Coast Guard attractive in peace as 
well as war, particularly because of edu- 
ational advantages now available at 


non-military schools that did not exist to ° 


as great an extent during the war. 

For this reason, the Board recom- 
mended “that cadet pay should be in- 
cluded in any pay increase which may be 
given the military services.” The report 
cites “increased cost of uniforms, text 
books, and other items required by the 
-adets,” as well as the “education at gov- 
ernment expense available to former GI's 
in civilian institutions” which creates 
“less incentive for them to apply for 
ecadet-ships at one of the government 
military academies under rigid military 
discipline and with difficult academic and 
physical requirements.” 

The Board also noted that “improved 
methods of selection of candidates have 
been put into effect. It is expected that 
these methods will decrease the attri- 
tion after appointment.”

Opinion of Leaders 

General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, discussing the re- 
organization at inactivation ceremonies 
of the Army Service Forces, said: 

“It is impossible in a democracy to keep al- 
ways in time of peace an Army that merely 
has to expand in war in its form of command, 
and everything else; it cannot be done. Econ- 
omy becomes the watch-word, not only in dol- 
lars, but in men. Men have to carry dual 
loads. Moreover, the territorial organization 
of your country is not necessarily the same for 
war as it is for peace. In war you have one 
job to get men together to train them and send 
them out of the country and supply them all 
it the same time, but you have an entirely 
different one in peace. 

“After long study the consensus of opinion 
is that the organization toward which we are 
now going will preserve the lessons you have 
taught us, obtain for us the more in economy, 
and I should like to point out, under this new 
system, be more quickly capable of being 
transformed again into an Army Service 
Forces in time of an emergency than was the 
Case in 1942.” 

General Jonathan M. Wainwright, com- 

mManding general of the Fourth Army, 
Said : 
_“This reorganization was necessary in the 
interest of national economy. We believe, that 
with this new organization we can do the work 
of a peacetime army for less money and with 
less manpower and equipment and at the same 
time streamline what we in the army term 
channels of command. All of which are very 
important considerations.’ 

General Jacob L. Devers, commanding 
general of the Army Ground Forces, said 
at a-Washington press conference 13 May: 

“With the reorganization of the War De- 
partment, we in the Army Ground Forces 
have been charged with the supervision of the 
training of the National Guard in the United 
States. This supervision is going to be exer- 
tised in turn by the Army commanders in the 
six Army Areas.” 

Present plans, General Devers said, are 
that the National Guard divisions will 

+ in top form in six years, adding: 

‘Of course, this six-year plan can be cut 








down abruptly by calling the units to active 
duty, if an emergency occurs and putting 
them on full-time training.” 

There will be no National Guard camps 
this summer, General Devers said, but 
training will be held during the summer 
of 1947. 

Changes in Instructions 

On 11 June War Department Circular 
170 was issued, listing changes and 
amendments to Circular 138, which was 
printed in full in the 18 May issue of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

Chief among the changes are additions 
and clarifications of the responsibilities 
of Army commanders for activities at 
Class II installations under the control 
of Chiefs of Administrative and Tech- 
nical Services, and the responsibilities of 
Chiefs of Administrative and Technical 
Services at Class II installations. 

The circular adds that the command- 
ing generals of the various Armies in 
whose areas Manhattan Project installa- 
tions are located have no responsibility in 
conection therewith, except for the gen- 
eral responsibility for rendering all prac- 
tical assistance. 





Education of Naval Officers 


To expedite action providing for the 
education of officers for the post-war 
Navy, the Senate Naval Committee held- 
hearings this week on legislation that 
seeks to link civilian colleges, through the 
NROTC, with the Naval Academy in pro- 
viding officer requirements for the auth- 
orized Navy. 

The Holloway Plan, which was ap- 
proved before and by the House Naval 
Committee, had the continued support, 
before the Senate Committee, of Sec- 
retary of the Navy Forrestal, Fleet Ad- 
miral Chester W. Nimitz, and Vice Adm. 
Louis E. Denfeld. 

Although the House bill, intended to 
implement the education of officers for 
the post-war Navy, is on the Calendar of 
the House of Representatives, it is possi- 





ble that the bill may not be acted on in 
this session of Congress unless a rule can 
be secured from the Rules Committee. 
With this in mind, it is believed that the 
Senate bill will be reported at an early 
date. 

Judging by opinions expressed by com- 
mittee members at the hearing, it is possi- 
ble that the bill will be amended to delete 
the bonus of $500 to be paid on release 
from active duty to a reserve officer who 
has served satisfactorilly as a commis- 
sioned officer for 2 years, and $1,000 for 
service for 3 or more years. 

Because Senator Saltonstall, Mass., a 
member of the committee, believes that 
“it is not a good horse trade to give a 
four-year education financed by the 
Government, in return for 15 months of 
active duty plus 6 years in the Reserve” 
it is possible that more active duty will 
be required of those commissioned, in a 
committee amendment to the bill. 





Reserve Commissions for Navy 
Nurses 

Pointing out that the Navy Department 
is planning to reorganize the Nurse Corps 
of the Navy and of the Naval Reserve, 
the Department has registered opposition 
to H. R. 4706, legislation which would 
authorize the appointment of members 
of the Navy Nurse Corps as commissioned 
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officers in the Naval Reserve. 

In a letter to the chairman, Repre- 
sentative Vinson, Ga., of the House Naval 
Committee, the Department stated™“It is 
believed that the bill H. R. 4706 is in- 
tended to ensure that members of the 
Navy Nurse Corps will retain their com- 





missioned status when the temporary 
law giving them that status terminates 


The Navy Department 
favors this idea, but does not favor the 
appointment of members of the Nurse 
Corps to commissioned rank in the Naval 
Reserve.” 


or is repealed. 





Dependents’ Houses “Public 
Quarters” 

Quarters requisitioned for the use of 
military personnel in occupied areas are 
considered to be “public quarters,” and 
personnel who occupy such quarters with 
dependents will pay their rental allow- 
ances for them. 

A radio message from the War Depart- 
ment, states the new provisions, and em- 
phasizes that War Department policy 
prohibits military personnel from enter- 
ing into private rental agreements with 
agencies in occupied areas.

College Honors Gen. Sarnoff 


Bethany, W. Va.—Statesmen and scien- 
tists alike need the support and under- 
standing of an informed public with a 
universal will to peace, if the world is 
to be spared the horrors of war in the 
Atomic Age, Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff, 
president of the Radio Corporation of 
America, declared here 9 June in an ad- 
dress before the graduating class of Beth- 
any College. He said that peace, in order 
to be durable, must be molded and pre- 
served by statesmanship as well as sci- 
ence. 

General Sarnoff, who received an hon- 
orary Doctor of Laws degree at the grad- 
uation ceremonies, said that the fate of 
civilization depends upon the wisdom 
which man exercises in the control of 
atomic power. He pointed out that, where- 
as only a few countries may possess the 
knowledge essential to the production of 
atomic energy, all countries possess the 
power to make atomic energy work for 
the good of mankind and to remove its 
threat to civilization. 


General Sarnoff said: 

“Science will go on and on, but whether 
it moves in the direction of life or death, of 
peace or war, of dictatorship or democracy, 
largely depends upon man. He cannot expect 
to control the behavior of the atom, unless he 
learns to control his own behavior in a world 
where one man’s madness can make count- 
less millions mourn. The heart and soul as 
well as the mind of man must function in 
this new age of science, if peace and freedom 
are to be secure. 

“We are told that the discovery of the fis- 
sion of uranium and its application in the 
atomic bomb are not isolated events. They 
result from an evolution in discoveries that 
go back to the end of the last century. Neither 
are the laws of God and man, that can control 
this great new energy, isolated laws—they 
are woven in the fabric of civilization. This 
generation must apply them to make man the 
master and not the slave of the atom. We find 
hope in the fact that steam, electricity, the 
electron and other great forces of nature have 
been harnessed and controlled. 

“Now the atom—so infinitesimal that it is 
invisible—raises the same challenge. If we 
fail, great cities may be blasted off the map 
and nations laid waste, The nuclear physicist 
holds the world in the palm of his hand, If 
civilization is to survive, that hand must be 
guided by intellectual understanding and in- 
ternational good will.”

No new director will be 
named for the Office of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion, which is terminated 
automatically 30 June, 1947, under the 
reconversion act of 1944 under which it 
was set up. 

President Truman vetoed the Case 
labor disputes bill 11 June, condemning 
the measure as one that ignored the un- 
derlying causes of industrial strife. The 
House immediately sustained the Presi- 
dent’s veto with a vote 135. Voting to 
pass the bill over the veto were 255, with 
260 needed for a two-third majority. 

Steel production recovered to 76.1 per 
cent of capacity output. The current rate, 
according to the American Iron and Steel 
Institute, is 32.5 points higher than the 
low for the soft coal strike period, 
reached in the week beginning 27 May. 

The Treasury Department 10 June is- 
sued a heavy call on war loan deposits 
to provide funds for redemption of Treas- 
ury obligations maturing at the mid- 
month term. With many banks closed on 
Saturday in the New York and Boston 
Federal Reserve Districts the call is for 
ten per cent of war loan accounts in large 
commercial banks at close of business Fri- 
day of last week. In other districts it ap- 
plies to accounts as of closing last Satur- 
day. In all districts the call is payable 
17 June. 

The Board of Governors of the Federal 
Reserve System reported this week that 
bank debits as reported by banks in 334 
leading centers for the month of May ag- 
gregated $85,898 million. During the past 
three months total debits for the same 
centers amounted to $261,009 million or 
ten per cent above the total reported for 
the corresponding period a year ago. At 
banks in New York City there was an in- 
crease of 14 per cent compared with the 
corresponding three-months period a year 
ago, and at the 333 other centers there 
was an increase of eight per cent.

Merchant Marine 

Applications to purchase or charter 
more than 1,000 war-built merchant ships 
have been received by the Maritime Com- 
mission during the first preference period 
ending 31 May. 

Prospective American purchasers have 
applied for 331 vessels and prospective 
American charterers have applied for 112. 
Although the Maritime Commission can- 
not yet sell to foreign applicants, applica- 
tions have been received for the purchase 
of 558 vessels from foreign governments 
and foreign steamship interests. 

More applications have been received 
for the purchase of C2 and C3 type vessels 
than there are ships of those types avail- 
able. Liberty colliers have also been in 
heavy demand; 22 have been offered and 
applications to purchase 45 were received. 

Among foreign applications, 230 have 
desired Liberty ships and 153 the small 
coastal type vessels. 

American applicants to purchase in- 
clude 12 who wish to exchange older ves- 
sels in the transaction. Among the charter 
applicants, 15 are from Philippine citizens 
who take precedence over other non-citi- 
zens up to 4 July, 1946. 

Reinstitution of coastwise services be- 
tween North Atlantic ports, Florida and 
Texas has been announced by Capt. Gran- 
ville Conway, War Shipping Adminis- 
trator. 

Four lines, acting as agents for the 
WSA, will reestablish weekly services 
with modern WSA-owned vessels. The 
lines are: AGWI Lines, Inc. (Clyde-Mal- 
lory Lines), Bull Steamship Lines, New- 
tex Steamship Co., and Southern Steam- 
ship Company. There will be two sailings 
weekly to Florida, and four sailings week- 
ly between North Atlantic ports and 
Texas ports. Refrigeration service will 
be provided on some vessels from Texas. 

Initial southbound sailings are ex- 
pected to be as follows: from New York, 
12 and 17 July; from Philadelphia, 12 
July; and from Baltimore, 12 July 
Northbound sailings will be scheduled 
commencing early July. It is understood 
that the lines will adopt a permit system 
covering carload freight. 

Plans for further expansion of coast- 
wise services as needed to meet current 
national transportation requirements are 
waiting on the outcome of various rate 
proceedings and petitions now pending 
before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 


Action On St. John’s College 


The Senate Naval Committee has this 
week adopted a Resolution expressing its 
approval of dropping consideration of the 
acquiring of the property of St. John’s 
College, Annapolis, in connection with 
the expansion of the Naval Academy. As 
in the case of the House Naval Commit- 
tee, this committee believes conditions 
do not warrant taking St. John’s prop- 
erty for expansion purposes, and that sub- 
stitute plans are feasible for that expan- 
sion.

Philippines Honor Col. Klein 
The Philippine Distinguished Service 
Star, the highest decoration given by the 
Philippine people, was awarded recently 
to Col. Julius Klein, a Chicagoan. 
Shortly before relinquishing his office, 
President Sergio Osmena despatched a 
letter to Colonel Klein, who was Serving 
as Special Assistant to the Secretary of 
War in the War Department, Washing.- 
ton, D. C. President Osmena wrote: 
“As a token of the gratitude of this Govern. 
ment for your distinguished services in its be- 
half, I take the pleasure of sending you here- 
with, General Orders No. 150 from the Head- 
quarters of the Philippine Army, awarding 
you the Distinguished Service Star of the 
Philippines.” 
Excerpts from the General Order are as 
follows: 
“TI, Distinguished Service Star, By direction 
of the President and under the provisions of 
Circular 86, this Headquarters, dated 22 July 
1945, the Distinguished Service Star is award- 
ed to Col, Julius Kjein. For eminently meri- 
torious and distinguished services rendered to 
the Commonwealth of the Philippines in a 
position of major responsibility as Command- 
ing Officer of 523rd Quartermaster Group. He 
rendered valuable services in a superior man- 
ner in planning the movement of the Group 
and attached 8th Army troops from Cebu to 
the next objective, Japan. He distinguished 
himself by outstanding performance of plan- 
ning and advisory duties in logistical matters, 
Colonel ,Klein’s exceptional planning ability, 
foresight and professional knowledge con- 
tributed in a large measure to the successful 
formulation and execution of these plans, and 
measurably aided the advancement of military 
forces, both before and after the surrender of 
Japan. 
“Colonel Klein has shown undaunted cour- 
age when, in spite of being exposed to flying 
shrapnel, with presence of mind and as a re- 
sult of his bravery, he saved the lives of many 
of the injured, thus risking his own life. His 
indefatigable energy constituted an excep- 
tional contribution to the success of the mili- 
tary operations in Cebu, and also of the 
handling of much needed assistance by the 
people of Cebu, most of whom were hungry 
and destitute. 
“Colonel Klein’s outstanding professional 
skill, superior initiative and unflinching devo- 
tion to duty, enabled him to discharge his as- 
signed missions with an unusually high stand 
ard of accomplishment and in keeping with 
the highest tradition of the Army of the 
United States.

Naval A ppropriations

The funds added for synthetic training 
devices were to correct an oversight in 
Navy budget planning, as the Office of 
Research and Inventions, which had car- 
ried these items in previous years, ne- 
glected to do so this year as each Bureau 
is to become responsible for its own pro- 
duction. 

The increase of $232,000 for the civil 
force at Marine Corps Headquarters was 
to forestall the dropping of 132 civilian 
employees and their replacement by en- 
listed personnel. 

In eliminating funds for five new naval 
hospitals, the committee found no Navy 
Department sponsorship of the proposed 
projects, and was unable to explain how 
this item had appeared in the Navy Ap- 
propriations Bill. The cut in Marine 
Corps Reserve activities proposes to per- 
mit 2,555 officers and 20,627 enlisted men 
to receive two weeks’ summer training 
and 48 weekly drills, as proposed in bud- 
get estimates, instead of 5,110 officers and 
41,254 enlisted men for which the House 
had provided funds. 

The Senate Committee reversed the 
House’s decision to continue the manufac- 
ture of torpedoes at Newport, R. L., by 
barring their production at Forest Park, 
Ill., but added $350,000 with which the 
Navy may restore the plant at Newport 
to an operating condition if it chooses. 
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Service Pay Increases

to the House’s pay bill, and return that 
to the conference which would then have 
the unquestioned right to include the offi- 
cers’ increases. This movement was effect- 
ed 13 June when Senator Gurney brought 
the Senate pay bill back on the floor and 
had it repassed as an amendment to the 
House pay bill. There was no discussion 
on the floor. It was then promptly sent to 
conference, the same conferees being ap- 
pointed as were originally appointed for 
the draft bill, so that the two measures 
are being considered concurrently. 

The House conferees already have pro- 
tested in the conference meetings that the 
Senate pay schedule, which is heavily 
weighted for the lower enlisted grades, 
gives only small increases to the upper 
enlisted grades and none to commissioned 
officers, would upset the whole pay scheme 
of the Armed Forces. 

In the Services, too, it is feared that 
the unbalanced Senate plan would dis- 
courage personnel from performing the 
hard work necessary for promotion to 
upper non-commissioned grades and nec- 
essary for selection to commissioned 
ranks, and thus seriously affect the effi- 
ciency of the Services. 

House members of the conference com- 
mittee are Representatives May, Thom- 
ason, Brooks, Sparkman, Andrews, Short, 
and Arends. Senate members are Senators 
Thomas, Johnson, Hill, Downey, Austin, 
Bridges, and Gurney. 

Senator Hart, whose brilliant career as 
an officer of the Navy especially qualified 
him to speak, told the Senate on 5 June 
that experience of recruiting officers re- 
veals that pay is not the motive that in- 
duces men to volunteer for the Armed 
Forces. Rather, he said, it is the desire 
to travel. Admiral Hart said, then, that 
he did not believe increasing the pay of 
the lower enlisted grades would be very 
effective in enducing men to enlist. 

He felt, rather, that the pay of officers, 
both commissioned and non-commis- 
sioned, should be increased so as to at- 
tract to the Services that serious class 
of men who want to make a career in 
the Armed Forces and thus is interested 
in the amount of pay he can draw in the 
future. Senator Hart said: 

“It is quite true that many recruits think 
further ahead than that, and those who do 
look ahead and who have ambitions are usu- 
ally the best of the day’s group, and frequent- 
ly inquire into what is ahead for them. They 
want to know what, if they make good in 
what they are about to do, they will receive 
afterwards beyond the $30, $40, $50, or $75 
a month which they are paid when they en- 
ter the service. That means a great deal, be- 
cause they are the ones who may think of 
service in the armed services as a profes- 
sion. They will be the career men, It is from 
such men that eventually forms the group 
which really constitutes the bones, the motor 
nerves and, in large part, brains of any armed 
organization. I refer to the officers, both com- 
missioned and non-commissioned, and the 
technicians. 

“Mr. President, any nation which possesses, 
in sufficient quantity and quality, a corps of 
all those kinds of officers and technicians, is 
a long distance on the road to having an effi- 
cient army. Without it, no country can have 
a real army, navy, or marine corps in less 
time than a full generation. If any nation has 
such a body of men it can within a compara- 
tively short time, fill up the ranks in the low- 
er pay grades which we are considering. With 
those cadres, and the consequent ability to 
train men when inducted, and ability to han- 
dle all the mechanisms and the various prob- 
lems which constitute a rather difficult pro- 
fession, we could soon have an army or a 
navy, even if the ranks had to be filled with 
recruits. 

“Mr. President, yesterday the Senate adopt- 
ed a substitute amendment for the amend- 
ment which was offered by the Senator from 
South Dakota. I refer to the amendment pro- 
posed by the Senator from Colorado and by 
the Senator from Wisconsin. Either of the 
two amendments would require about the 
same total outlay from the Treasury, or, in 
other words, an amount approaching a half 
billion dollars, There was a basic difference 
between the two amendments. Under the 
amendment which was proposed by the Sena- 
tor from South Dakota who has charge of the 
bill, somewhat more than 40 per cent of the 
proposed increase, totalling a half billion dol- 
lars, was to go to the personnel of that cadre 
to whom I have referred, consisting of com- 
missioned and noncommissioned officers and 
technicians nearly 60 per cent of the total ex- 
penditure would go to the lower-paid grades. 
The substitute, if adopted, will give the en- 
tire amount to the privates and lowest grades 
of noncommissioned officers. 

“In my opinion, Mr. President, the Nation 
would have obtained its full money’s worth 
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had it adopted the Gurney amendment, as ap- 
proximately 40 per cent of the money would 
have gone to the career officers and enlisted 
men of the armed forces, That would have 
resulted in better quality, though no change 
in numbers, 

“After all, Mr. President, career men be- 
come such and can be called such only after 
long training and considerable service of 
many years which takes them even perhaps 
beyond middle life. When they follow such 
a course they naturally expect to lead as 
normal lives as possible, and raise families. 
They necessarily must have sufficient money 
with which to support their families and 
achieve some degree of security for them, To 
that category of the personnel the Govern- 
ment must pay, and by paying and thereby 
obtaining quality, the Government gets its 
money's worth.”
